STRONG EVIDENCES OF A PREAR- 
RANGED PLOT. 

THE FOUR INSTIGATORS OF THE ATTACK 


_ UPON THE POLICE TAKEN INTO CUSTO- 
DY—COWED AND FRIGHTENED BY THE 
QUICK ACTION OF THE POLICE—-BOMBS 
FOUND IN THEIR POSSESSION. 


Cuicaco, May 5.—Before business men 
had reached their offices this morning August 
Spies, the editor-in-chief of the Arbiter Zeitung; 
Michael Schwab, the associate editor, and Chris- 
tian Spies, Aucust’s brother, and a workman 
fn the office were locked up in_ three 
cells in the basement of the City Hall, and the 
news of the arrest was flying like a November 
gale through the city. The three men were 
found at the office of their newspaper, at No. 
107 Fifth-avenue, by Inspector Bonfield and De- 
tectives Heily ans Duffy. 

Entering the office on the upper floor of the 
building, the officers found a pale-faced man 
sitting in the centre of the room, and asked: 

* Are you August Spies?” 

The affirmative answer came with a sickly at- 
tempt at a smile. 

“Well, we want you and both of these men,” 
said the officer, as he pointed to Christian Spies 
and Schwab, who sat at the next desk. Themen 
were undoubtedly frichtened and bad little to 
Fay, putting on their coats and preparing to 
leave the office without remark. It fell to 
Officer Duffy to take charge of Chris Spies. 
When he was asked what his name was before 
starting the fellow said: ‘** I don’t know as it’s 
any of your business.” 

“You put on that coatand come with me to 


the station, and do it quick,” was the retort, ac-. 


companied by a motion that meant business. 

That settled it, and the three prisoners walked 
over to the City Hall without a word, but ell 
three kept an anxious and frightenod eye upon 
the little knots of people who paused to curi- 
ously examine the hurrying procession of six 
men. The pace was a lively one, and once at 
tbe Central the three were hurried into cells. 

The officers at once returned to the newspaper 
office and made search cf the place. They found 
about 100 copies of the call for a meeting last 
night ané upon a galley, still undistributed, was 
the form of a villainous “revenge” proclama- 
tion, which was scattered all over the city 
by a mysterious horseman Monday night 
after the rioting and shooting near 
the McCormick Reaper Works. The 
police took these, and, aided by an outside 
printer, also found and confiscated sample let- 
ters from the cases containing the same fonts of 
type as those used in the “* revenge” prociama- 
tion. There was no cessation of work at the 
office and the men there said the paper would 
appear as usual. 

The Mayor and his legal advisers consulted as 
to their power in the premises. Then the Mayor 
went to the Zeitung office. 

“IT wantto know whether the paper intends 
to publish any incendiary articles such as ap- 
peared yesterday,” said the Mayor to Oscar 
Niebe, who was in charge. 

“No, no; we’re going on all smooth and quiet, 
all smooth and quiet,” replied Niebe. 

“Well, I must be convinced of that, and be- 
fore a paper is sent out a copy must be placed in 
the hands of Mr. Mand,” referring to a city em- 
ploye. 

“Oh, yes; Hand isa friend of the working- 
men. We'll do anything he says. There will be 
nothing exciting in the paper. We wouldn't 
put in anything of that kind.” 

“I will make sure that you don’t,” broke in 
the Mayor, “and Mr. Hand will be here 
directly.” 

Asthe Mayor left the office several persons 
started to follow him, but detectives stepped to 
the doors and nobody was permitted to go out. 

Then an order came from the Chief of Police 
and everybody connected with the of- 
fice, printers and all, was placed under 
arrest. The detectives searched each one 
of them, and in the clothing of one 
they found a huge, murderous looking Reming- 
ton revolver and an ugly knife made by grind- 
ing to a razor edge the three corners of a six- 
inch file. Thenthe whole force was marshaled 
two by two and started for the station. 
The prisoners quivered with fear as the 
crowd throvgh which they passed in the streets 
uttered threats and shook fists atthem, Later 
in the day they were taken before Justice 
Meech and held without bail as accesséries to 
the murder of Officer Deegan. The prisoners 
included 25 printers and all the at- 
tachés of the office, and Mrs. Par- 
sons, the negro wife of the agitator 
and a blatant Anarchist herself; Mrs. Michael 
Schwab, wite of the associate editor, and Mrs. 
Riomes, an editorial writer on the paper. 
Mrs. Homes was held with the others, 
but Mrs. Parsons and Mrs. Schwab 
were released, the former with the hope that, 
through her movements, her husband’s where- 
abouts could be ascertained. It was found that 
nothing could be gained in that way, Parsons 
keeping clear of his house as well as of the 
Police, and later in the day the woman was re- 
arrested and locked up. 

After the Zeitung people had been taken to the 
station house a further search was made of the 
premises, with rich results. In a stuffy 
little cupboard four or five pounds of 
dynamite were found, wrapped up in 
brown paper. with a . piece of coffee 
sacking rolled around it. To put the nature of 
the stuff beyond doubt a test was made down on 
the lake front. Everything in~the neighbor- 
hood ot the explosive when it was tired was re- 
duced to dustand splinters. In Spies’s desk in 
the office were found two bombs, with fuses at- 
tached ready for lighting, and a number of caps 
and fuses. 

After the arrest of the two Spieses and Schwab 
search for Fielden was pressed vigorously. 
Khe “was found at his house in bed, and 
when the officers ‘entered his room he 
said that be was wadly wounded in the 
Knee. The bed clothes were pulled down and a 
superficial wound was found near the knee, a 
bit of the bomb or some missile having plowed 
its way through the skin. He was sternly bid- 
den to rise and dress, and was taken to the City 
Hall where he was given a cell. 

The prosecution of Spies and hia ‘associates 
will be in the hands of State Attorney Grinnell, 
but how and in what way it will be commenced 
isnot yet decided. With the evidence presented 
before the Coroner’s jury to-day, and the dyna- 
mite and other stuff found in the office of 
Svies’s paper, it is believed that it will be possi- 
bie to connect the Anarchists with the 
manufacture and throwing of the bomb 
itself. That they can be reached as 
accessories under the sections of the statutes 
auoted above is reasonably certain. Some clues 
concerning the identity of the man who threw 
the bomb are being followed up, but no arrests 
other than those noted elsewhere have been 
sade. 


Vso oe: SORA 
IN THE LAW’S GRIP. 
’ Curcaco, May 5.—No specific charge was 
made against the four anarchists when arrested 
to-day, but when Coroner Hertz impaneled a 
jury, of which J. J. Bodenoch, a flour and 
feed merchant, was Chairman, to determivge 
the cause of Officer Deegan’s death, it was 
decided to bring them in custody before 
that body. The jury, which included, besides 
the foreman, a commission merchant, a plumb- 
er’s clerk, a liquor dealer, @ tailor, and a barber, 
was taken to the County Hospital, where it 





viewed the body and then returnea to the City 
Clerk’s office in the City Hall, where the inquest 
was held. The four, eachin charge of two de- 
tectives, were brought by a private stairway up 
to the office and given seats at oneendof the 
room. 

As the four Anarchists sat in a row of easy 
chairs in the City Clerk's office this afternoon, 
with the dull light from the big east windows 
and the electric lamps in the chandelier falling 
upon them, they were about as commonplace 
loaking as men well could be. The two 
Spieses, August and Chris, occupied adjoining 
cbairs, Chris sitting nearer the window, but paid 
no attention to each other... Schwab sat next to 
August Spiesand Fielden next to him, and at 
the end of the line, soclose to the witness chair 
that he could touch the men who, one after an- 
other, told the story of last night’s awful deed. 

Chris Spies, who is known to the fame these 
fellows seek as the brother of August, is per- 
haps 28 years old. He wears his hair cut 
close, and the rambling parting on the left 
side looks as if his scalp had been laid 
open by asabre cut. His face is smooth, except 
for a close-clipped mustache, and his blue eyes 
are large and stolid. He looks like a chucxle- 
head, and appeared to take little interest in what 
was going on. He isa printer, and works in his 
brother's office. 

August Spies, who divided the honors of lead- 
ership of the Chicago Anarchists with A. R. Par- 
sons, will not weigh more than 150 pounds. He, 
too, wears only a mustache. His heavy brown 
hair is inclined to curl, and he has a way 
of running his fingers through it and of twist- 
ing and pulling his mustache. Heis not more 
than 35 years old, and his heavy lidded blue eyes 
have a somewhat furtive look. His hands 
are constantly engaged with his hair or mus- 
tache orin feeling of his chin or his somewhat 
sunken cheeks. He, too,is a printer, and an 
Anarchist for revenue only, earning his living 
out of the Arbeiter Zeitung, which he edits. 

Michael Schwab, Spies’s associate editor, has 
of the four men the most individuality in ap- 
pearance. Heis 50 years old and thin almost 
to emaciation. His eyes are covered with 
heavy, puffy lids, and he shields them 
behind a pair of steel-bowed spectacles. 
His hair is black and tumbled, and his 
weedy, black beard falls down upon his 
breast and covers his upper lip. His 
hands are big and bony, and his thin 
body and legs are lostin hisclothes. Constantiy 
sitting down in his chair he is constantly draw- 
ing himself up. His hands and legs writhe and 
intertwine, and his general appearance is that 
of a fanatic, half insane. 

Clad in a hickory shirt without a collar, Sam 
Fielden, broad shouldered and lusty, looked like 
a farmer, and his red cheeks and bushy beard 
Strengthen the resemblance. His hair is 
black and heavy and grows down on 
his forehead. His eyes are deep set 
and fierce, and the upper margin of 
the orbit is as straight as a line. Throughout 
the inquest he chewed a toothpick savagely and 
looked the most dangerous man of the quartet. 
He is an Englishman by birth, a printer, anda 
professional agitator—vicious, unprincipled, and 
aggressive. He is not much more than 40 years 
old, 

All four of the men wore cheap, ill-fitting 
clothes to-day, and all but Chris Spies had black 
slouch hats in their hands. A hundred pair of 
eyes rested upon them as they sat in their 
chairs, but they were apparently indifferent to 
that. All but Chris Spies paid close attention to 
the evidence. 

The inquest lasted four hours, and the princi- 
pal witnesses examined were reporters and 
police officers who were present at the meeting 
in Desplaines-street last night. 

“*I desire,”’ said Coroner Hertz, to the jury, 
“to lay before you the character of the 
speeches made at the meeting last night, the 
throwing of the bomb, and the cause of the 
death of Officer Deegan. ‘This field of inquiry 
was broadened to include the previous utter- 
ances of the four anarchists who sat in the 
room. 

The evidence given may be summarized into 
the following story. The police learned from 
handbills distributed in the streets yesterday 
afternoon that such a meeting was to be held and 
the fact that one of the handbills bore the words: 
“To arms workmen,toarms! Revenge your- 
selves,”"’ and other suspicious circumstances led 
them to take precautions to quell any riot. 
A large force of officers and _  detect- 
ives was massed at the Desplaines-street 
station house. Detectives were sent into the 
crowd and directed to report at the station 
house the first incendiary remarks they heard, 
Spies was the first speaker, Parsons the next, 
and Fielden the last. The harangues of the 
first two were not very inflammato- 
ry, save that Parsons lashed himself 
into a fury and cried: “To arms! To 
arms! Toarms!”’ This excited more enthusiasm 
than any of the previous remarks, and those 
most in sympathy with these sentiments clus- 
tered closer around the wagon where the speak- 
ers stood. A good part of the rest of the crowd 
drifted away apparently tired of the talk. 
Fielden began to speak, und his manner more 
than his remarks roused the crowd to a high 
pitch of excitement. 


The detectives hurried to the station, and six 
companies of police, under command of Capt. 
Ward, were ordered out. It wasthen 10:15 o'clock. 
The men marched down the street about 150 
strong in four platoons, sweeping the street from 
curb tocurb. Capt. Ward and Inspector Bon- 
field were 10 or 12 feet ahead of the first line. 
The former pushed his way forward close to the 
wagon where Fielden was speaking, and cried: 

*I command yoy in the name of the people of 
the State of Illinois to disperse.” 

Fielden hesitated a moment and then stopped. 
At that moment the bomb rose up from a pile 
of boxes close to the wagon and around which 
the most enthusiastic part of the crowd 
was standing, described a semi-circle in 
the air, with the fuse spluttering and 
burning, and fell between the first and 
second lines of police marchmg forward, 
30 feet from where it was thrown. There wasa 
dull, sullen report, a cloud of smoke, and when 
that liftedthe ground was covered with the 
wounded policemen, and citizens were running 
in every Pirection, and the crowd of Anarchists 
and police were firing back and forth so fast 
that itsounded Niko a drum tattoo. The police 
rallied, assistance came, and the street was 
cleared of people able to stand or run in five 
minutes, 

Dr. Theodore J. Bluthardt, who held a post- 
mortem examination on the body of the dead 
officer, gave a detailed description of the wounds 
found upon the corpse, and it was evident 
from this that Deegan’s death was not 
the result of being struck by a bullet, 
but that he received a portion of the 
deadly bomb. A great wound was discov- 
ered in the left thigh, and the doctor said that 
it was very evident the missile had entered the 
thigh and burst after entrance, the muscles 
being terribly injured and the femoral 
artery severed. It was evident that 
this missile was either an explosive bullet ora 
portion of the bomb which had entered the flesh 
and explodeé there. As to this the doctor could 
not say, as he was notan expert on explosives, 
but the wounds were not made by an 
ordinary bullet. He exhibited to the jury pieces 
of jead taken from Deegan’s thigh and leg, and 
they were very rough and ‘ragged around the 
edges, and none of them very large. 


Every reporter testified to having heard the 
Anarchists again and again make such speeches 
as those with which the crowd was in- 
flamed last night. Frank Pennell, who 
fells sewing machine attachments, says 
he saw Spies’s brother Chris Jast 
night at the corner of Halstead and Randolph 
streets. In talking over the situation, young 
Spies said that if the police tried to break 
up the meeting at Randolph and Desplaines 
streets they would get.a bomb. The people did 
not understand what the anarchists really 
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wanted. Pennell was sure that young Spies was 
the man who said the police would geta bomb 
if they tried to break up the meeting. 

A witness, Groceryman M. M. Thompson 
told a story which closely connects August 
Spies and his villainous associates with the direct 
perpetration of the awful deed, and fixes upon 
them in all probability the responsibility for the 
deadly bomb thrown among the police. Grocery- 
man Thompson stood at the mouth of the alley 
opposite which the bomb did its work. People 
were gathering for the meeting. Near Mr. 
Thompson two men were engaged in conversa- 
tion, and he recognized them as August Spies 
and Michael Schwab, associate editor of the 
Arbiter Zeitung. ; 

“TI paid no attention to the conversation,” said 
the grocerymun to the jury, “till I heard some- 
thing about pistols. Then I listened. I did not 
hear the next word, but in a minnte I heard one 
of the men, I don’t know which, say to the 
other, ‘Do you think one will be enough? If 
you don't, I will go andget some more.’ I think 
it was Spies who said this. I did not hear 
the answer, but the men*turned and walked 
down Desplaines-street toward Randolph. I 
followed them till they reacbed.. Randolph. 
There they stopped, and, after talking aminute, 
turned and came back. As they passed me I 
heard Spies say: ‘1 don’t think the police will 
tacnle us. They’re afraid, for they know what 
will be waiting for them.’” 

August Spies listened to Groceryman Thomp- 
son’s damaging story with a sarcastic smile, but 
Schwab shifted uneasily up and down in his 
seat, and two or three times broke out vehe- 
mently: 

‘*May I ask you a question, Sir ?’’ he snarled at 
the witness, 

Mr. Thompson turned inquiringly toward Cor- 
oner Hertz. “Certainly,” said the Coroner. 

“Was 1 speaking in German or English ?” 
asked Schwab of the witness. 

“In English,” answered the groceryman 
promptly, * I don’t understand German.” 

Schwab settled down again in his chair. He 
speaks English imperfectly, but understands it 
without difficulty. Spiesspeaks English as well 
as anybody, save that he has a German accent. 
It was noticeable that while the testimony of 
the witnesses who found the dynamite 
was being given, and while Dr. Bluthardt was 
giving his description of the wounds on Dee- 
gan’s body, Spies was very nervousand the ex- 
pression upon his face was more anxious than 
ever. The evidence against him was most 
direct, and it was apparent that he 
had not expected that such ai good 
case would be made against him. Apart 
from the type found in his office, set up, from 
which was printed the circulars headed 
“Revenge!” and which were the most 
inflammatory of those distributed among 
the crowd Tuesday night, was the fact 
of the finding of the dynamite in 
his office, from whichthe inference was very 
strong that it was from this explosive that the 
bomb was made which did the ghastly work. 
Spies’s face grew redder and redder and the 
wrinkles upon it deepened as the testimony was 
proceeded with. 

When the evidence was all in the Coroner said 
that the four Anarchists, while not charged 
with the outrages last night, were suspected of 
complicity and might make any statement 
they wanted. Young Spies jumped to his feet 
and said he wanted to testify, and Schwab spoke 
up and signified hisintention of saying some- 
thing. Fielden was silent, while August Spies 
sat and smiled and never opened his. lips. 
Young Spies simply said he was not at the 
meeting and knew nothing about the bomb 
throwing. Schwab said he went to the 
Desplaines-street meeting in search of 
August Spies, but failed to find him 
and went away, addressing a meeting 
of employes of the Decring Reaper Works 
later in the evening. He denied knowing any- 
thing about the incendiary circulars or where 
they were printed. Fielden affirmed that he was 
at the meeting by accident, was not armed, and 
knew nobody who was. He contented himself 
with this immaterial statement, and August 
Spies said nothing at all. 

It took but a few minutes for the jury to 
bring in a verdict recommending that all the 
bring in the following verdict: 

‘We, the jury, tind that Mathias J. Deegan 
came to his death from shock and hemorrhage 
caused by a wound produced by a piece of bomb 
thrown by an unknown person, aided and abetted 
and encouraged by August Spies, Christ 
Spies, Michael Schwab, A. R. Parsons, Samuel 
Fielden, and other unknown persons; and we, 
the jury, recommend that said unknown per- 
sons who threw said bomb be apprehend- 
ed and held to the Grand Jury .without 
bail, and further recommend that the said 
August Spies, Samuel Fielden, Michael Schwab, 
and Christ Spies, as accessories before the fact, 
be held to await the further action of 
the Grand Jury without bail, and further 
that the said A. R. Parsons and the aforemen- 
tioned unknown persons be apprehended and 
committed as accessories without bail to the 
Grand Jury; and we, the jury, recommend that 
the constituted authorities in the future strictly 
enforce the statute prohibiting the holding of 
unlawful meetings.” 

The four men were then locked up,

MORE MOB VIOLENCE. 

Cuicaco, May 5.—Mob violence again 
asserted itself in the southwestern par 
of the city this morning. About 9 o'clock 
groups of men, women, and children be- 
gan to gather at the corner of Eight- 
eenth-street and Centre-avenue, and these 
groups soon aggregated 3,000 persons. On one 
of the !corners is the drug store of Samuel 
Rosenfeld. It became apparent that the owner 
of the store was the object against which the 
crowd was bent on venting its spite. The 
men surged toward the building with threats 
and violent language. ‘*Tear down the place!” 
they yelled. “ Kill Rosenfeld! He's a police 
spy !” and other like expressions came from the 
throats of all. The fury of the mob was di- 
rected against the druggist because he had 
a telephone in the store, and they had 
an idea that Rosenfeld had given 
“tips” to the police. The thoroughly 
frightened druggist took his family into the up- 
per part of the house. Some police officer in the 
vicinity telephoned to the Hinman-street sta- 
tion. A wagon load of police was soon on the 
scene, and, taking Rosenfeld and his family in 
the wagon,conveyed them to the station, leaving 
& guard in the vicinity. 

A crowd of 6,000 to 8,000 persons reassembled 
near the drug store and raided the place. 
lt was composed of men, women, and 
children, They acted like insane people. 
The male portion’yelling, the females screaming, 
and boys whistling, rushed into the place. In 
less time than it takes to tell it the store was 
completely gutted.’ The rioters drank up all 
the liquor. The next point of attack was 
Weiskopf's saloon. It is under the hall 
where the anarchists have been  hold- 
ing their meetings. Just why it was 
visited by the mobis not apparent, except on 
the ground that the members of it were 
frenzied. Barrels of liquor were rolled out, 
the heads broken out, and .the rioters 
reveled in the liquid. Bottles of whisky, 
wine, and. beer were consumed. ard 
then the work of demolishing the fixtures 
was proceeded with. Nota table or chair was 
left unbroken, the ice chest and counter being 
split upinto kindling wood. Lieut. Sheppard, 
with a large force of men, was quickly sum- 
moned and the mob ran like frightened curs be- 
fore them, skulking away into the houses and 
alleyways. After driving them fromthe streets 
the police retired, leaving a guard to preserve 
order. i a's 

Another outbreak at the corner of Eighteenth. 
street and Centre-avenue occurred about 5 P. M. 
Crowds lined the sidewalks for several blocks, 
but were being kept in motion as much as possi- 
ble. Suddenly a bottle was hurled from the 





vicinity of the drug store at.several police who 
were on an opposite corner. The officers imme- 
diately drew their revolvers and fired. The mob 
scattered in every direction, ‘Whether any one 


was injured or not it was impossible to ascer- 
tain. 


A horrible outcome of the excitement result- 
ing from last night’s rioting occurred this even- 
ing soon after 6 o’clock. Two officers had been 
Stationed on Desplaines-street viaduct, near the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul freight yards, 
to prevent crowds gathering and idlers from 
guying the men at work in place of the strik- 
ing freight handlers. The officers noticed two 
particularly suspicious fooking individuals 
slowly cross the viaduct and enter a saloon in 
Desplaines-street. Officer Michael Madden, of 
the Desplaines-street station, who was some- 
what closer to the saloon than the other 
two policemen, was given a signal 
to keep his eyes on the ugly pair that 
had attracted attention. At this moment a re- 
volver was thrust from the saloon door by one 
of the men, and a shot was fired into the street 
in the direction of the officers. Madden at once 
stepped briskly to the saloon door and grappled 
with the man who held the revolver, while tne 
two other officers hurried to his assistance. In the 
scuffle the man with the revolver pressed its 
muzzle to Madden's breast and fired. Madden 
reeled, but, steadying himself, almost instantly 
brought his own revolver into proximity with 
his assailant and pulled the trigger. Mad- 
den and his Prisoner, locked in each 
other’s arms rolled to the floor, just 
as Officers Daly and Hartnett reached the 
saloon. The companion of Madden's 
assailant had vanished. Both Madden and his 
prisoner were taken to the County Hospital. 
The doctors say the man was somewhat under 
the influence of liquor, and the result of the in- 
jury cannot yet betold. A paper found on his 
person shows that his name is John Loeffelhardt, 
of Englewood, arailroad station just south of 
the city. Officer Madden’s wound is mortal. 

Asecret plot among the Bohemian Anarchists 
in the southwestern sectiom of the city to start 
incendiary fires in the lumber district to-night 
was revealed to the police by a manin the em- 
ploy of detectives late this afternoon. The plot 
included preparations to cut the hose of the Fire 
Department and disable their machinery when 
they responded to the alarm. The police at 
Hinma:n-street are on the alert. 


PASS, 
PROTECTING THE CITY. 

Cuicaao, May 5.—Mayor Harrison was 
early at his office to-day, and among his first 
visitors were a number of old citizens who hap- 
pened to meet on their way to business 
ana decided to visit the Mayor and offer 
him their services in any direction they 
might be needed. Among them were Judge J. 
0. Glover, John B. Lyon, and H. M. Singer. 
Judge Glover, who was the spokesman of 
the party, said he desired, in be- 
half of many citizens who had _ con- 
fidence in him, (the Mayor,) to call his 
attention to the fact that the men who advised 


the use of aynamite were as guilty of the 
crime of murder as the men who ac- 
tually threw the bomb, and could be dealt 
with accoraingly. He calied his attention to 
toe following sections of the Criminal Code in 
the Revised Statutes of Illinois, under the head- 
ing ‘* Accessories”’: 

** An accessory is he who stands by and aids, 
abets,or assists, or who, not being present, aiding, 
abetting, or assisting, hath advised, encouraged, 
aided, or abetted the perpetration of the crime. 
He who thus aids, abets, assists, advises, or en- 
courages shall be considered as principal, and 
punished accordingly.” 

And the succeeding section says: “ Every 
such accessory, when a crime is committed 
within or without this State by his aid or pro- 
curement in this State, may be indict: d and con- 
victed at the same time as the principal, or be- 
fore or after his conviction, and whether the 
principal 1s convicted or amenxble to justice or 
not, and punished as priucipa!.”

Smith, Collector Seeberg- 
er, Phil D. Armour, Marshall Field, Murry Nel- 
son, Henry W. King, W. J. Quan, Collector 
Onahan, Gen. Fitzsimmons, and Prof. Morse, 
who tendered to him the aid of the Citizens’ As- 
sociation andall good citizens issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation: 


TO THE PEOPLE OF CHICAGO: 


Whereas, Great excitement exists among the 
people of this good city, growing out of the 
labor troubles, which excitement is intensified 
by the open defiance of the guardians of the 
peace by a body of Jawless men, who, under the 
pretense of aiding the laboring men, ure really 
endeavoring to destroy all Jaw; and, 

Whereas, Last night these men, by the use of 
weapons never resorted to in civilized lands ex- 
cept in timesof war or for revolutionary pur- 
poses, caused great bioodshed among citizens 
and the officers of the municipality, who were 
simply in the performance of their duties; and 

Whereas, The city authorities propose to pro- 
tect life and property at all hazards, and in do- 
ing so will be compelled to break up all unlaw- 
tul or dangerous gatherings; and, 

Whereas, Even when men ——— to meet for 
lawful purposes, bad men willattempt tc mingle 
with them, armed with cowardly missiles for 
the purpose of bringing about bloodshed, thus 
endangering innocent persons; therefore, 

* I, Carter H. Harrison, Mayor of the city of 
Chicago, do hereby prociaim that gatherings of 
people in crowds or processions on the streets 
and public places of the city are dangerous and 
cannot be permitted, and orders have been issued 
to prevent all such gatherings, and to break up 
and disperse all crowds. To prevent injury to 
innocent persons I urge all law abiding people 
to quietly attend totheir affairs and not to meet 
in crowds. If the police orderany gatherings to 
disperse and they be not obeyed, all persons so 
disobeying will be treated as lawbreakers, and 
will surely incur the penalty of their disobedi- 
ence. I further assure the good people of Chi- 
cago that I believe the police can protect their 
lives and pea aed and the good name of Chi- 
cago, and will do so.

Early this morning subscription lists were 
started among the business houses and business 
men to raise movey for the families of the 
wounded policemen. There was nothing talked 
of save the outrage of last night, and feeling of 
excitement rantbroughthecity. The assurances 
of the Mayorand the police officials that the 
police were able to cope with any riot that 
might break out tended to allay serious fears, 
but the gravity of the situation was recog- 
nized on every hand. It was thought that no 
better method of showing appreciation of 
the efforts of the police and confidence 
in their strength and wisdom than caring for 
those: who had been stricken down in the per- 
formance of their duty, and the subscrip- 
tion lists were welcomed in_ every circle. 
Before the close of the day over $27,000 had been 
contributed, $11,000 of it from tne Board of 
Trade going directly to the families of the dead 
and wounded officers and the balance into the 
Policemen’s Benevolent Fund. 

Very many of the largest contributors to the 
fund retuse absolutely to have any publication 
given to their names. Some of them are large 
manufacturers, and they fear to. direct 
the attention of the rabid Nihilists to 
themselves. Chief Ebersold, who had re- 
mained out of bed nearly ail night, was 
sitting in his office at an early hour, whena 
certain well known manufacturer of Chicago 
entered, and said: ‘You can send all the 
money that is needed to the fnmilies of 
the dead and wounded and. will pay 
all of the bills." Soon afterward another man, 
unknown to the chief, entered, and, handing 
the Chief $100 in cash, walked out without mak- 
ing his identity known. During the morning 
the following dispatch was received:

Mr. Wadsworth is the Vice-President of the 
New-York Chamber of Commerce. The rail- 
road managers, holding their daily meeting to 
consider the freight handlers’ strike, voted 
to contribute $10,750. Lone” John Went- 
worth, for whom Sam _ Fielden worked as 
a farmer when he quit preaching the Gospel 
in England and came to_ this country, 
gave $500. P. D. Armour gave a like sum, 
and money came from every quarter. During 
the afternoon Chief Ebersold received a dis- 
patch from the management of the Society of 
the Red Cross at Washington, stating that 
the resources of that organization were at the 
command of the Chicago Police Department. 
The telegram also tendered the wounded men 
financial aid to the extent of $10,000, should so 
much be needed. 

in an interview to-night the Mayor was asked: 
* What do you think of the situation?” 

“TIT can’t think yet,’bhe replied, * butI will 
say my impression is that the murder of

That excited 
the crowd right there. Nothing will so excite a 
crowd as a taik about guns.”

THE WORK OF THE BOMB. 

CuicaGo, May 5.—The collision between 
the police and the Anarchists last night was 
brought about by the leaders of the latter, 
August Spies, Sam Fielden, and A.R.,Parsons, en- 
deavoring to incite a large mass meeting to riot 
and bloodshed. August Spies was the 
first speaker who addressed the large crowd 
that collected at & o’clock in Desplaines-street, 
just north of Randolph, in a dimly lighted spot, 
near which were many wagons and trucks. Aft- 
“<< gpa rambling talk on the labor problem he 
asked: 

* What means this display of Gatling guns,can- 
non, bayonets, patrol wagons. and cluis? What 
means the calling out oi the First Regiment? It 
is an entertainment for you gentlemen. The 
demand of the McCormick men was reasonabie, 
and yet McCormick denies that he is re- 
sponsible for the bloodshed yesterday. I 
say he lies. He is responsible for the 
death of our _ brothers. [A voice: ‘Put 
him under the lake!’ *The rope is better.’] 
Don’t make useless threats my friends, but 
when you are ready act. [A voice, * string him 
up.’] There are 25,000 to 30,000 tamilies in Chi- 
cago suffering starvation to-day because hus- 
bands and fathers are not men enough to stand 
up for their rights.” 

Loud cheers followed this speech, and the 
cries of ** the lake” and **tbe rope’? were heard 
from hoarse throats. 

A. R. Parsons was the next speaker. He went 
into the labor statistics largely and defined the 
difference between trade unionists and Social- 
ists. Sam Fielden, a Socialistic Englishman, was 
the next and last speaker. He harangued the 
mob in a loud, blatant, reckless way, and asked 
what was the crowd before him. He said: 
*“We who come here to address you are Social- 
ists; rebels to the law. Legislation will never 
help you, never. Martin Foran went to Con- 
gressin the interest of labor and he tells you 
that no legislation can be had for the working- 
men. Can’t we findsome? When the rich men 
understand that it is not healthy to live 
among alot of discontented workmen we shail 
be abie to get legislation, and not before.” That 
the mob was in sympathy with his utterances 
was evinced by the wild upplause which was ac- 
corded bim. 

While this was going on Capts. Bonfield and 
Ward, with nearly 200 policemen, had been 
waiting patiently in the station for the Sociai- 
ists to disperse or to attempt some act of law- 
lessness. When the officers who had been sent 
to mingle with them returned and reported the 
temper of the anarchists both Captains came to 
the conclusion that prompt measures only 
would avert another serious riot. The order to 
fail in went around among the Lieutenants with 
lightning rapidity. 1t was repeated to the men, 
and they jumped into their places with accuracy 
and precision. When the column had reached 
the speakers’ wagon, Capt. Bonfield ordered, 
** Halt,” and said: 

“In the name of the State of Illinois I com- 
mand this crowd to disperse.”’ 

As the words left his mouth a spluttering 
spark of fire arched through the air from the 
opening of the alley and over the speakers’ wag- 
on. It was the burning fuse of a dynamite 
bomb. It was well aimed in its deadly mis- 
sion, and fell directly in the middle of tbe 
street and between the first two double columns 
of police. The instant it struck the ground it 
exploded with a terrible, sullep roar, seeming to 
shake the earth. Men fearfully wounded and 
dying feli on all sides, the death-dealing con- 
tents of the bomb reaching almost to the 
rear ranks. Twenty-nine mangled officers 
were wroaning on the ground, Gat- 
ling gun could not have cut a_ wider 
swath. Ascene of horror followed, the details 
of which may never be known. The officers for 
ao instant broke ranks, but almost instantly re- 
covered their presence of mind. Before they had 
time to realize the destruction which had been 
wrought in their ranks the crowds of anarchists 
gathered in front and on either side of them 
opened fire with revolvers at almost point- 
blank range. The first volley of the mob was 
quite as fearful in its effect as was the explosion 
of the bomb, but the officers. did not lose their 
presence of mind. Orders flew thick and fast 
from the Captains and Lieutenants, and within 
the briefest. possible space of time they were 
charging the murderous assassins on every 
hand, dealing death and destruction to them 
with their revolvers. . 

The Anarchists did not sustain the’ charge an 
instant, but fled as soon as they could distinguish 
the blue coats and bright buttons of the officers 
through the smoke from their revolvers. lt 
was ao indescribable scramble for life. Scores 
of men were knocked down by those behind 
them and trampled upon like cattle in a care 
unable to rise. After the Anarchists had been 
dispersed the police set to work to look after 
their wounded and dying companiens. Two of 
them were found where the bomb exploded, 
both so desperately wounded as to be past hope 
of recovery. About 30 others were found lying 
on the pavementin the vicivity and suffering 
from pistol shot wounds in their limbs or their 
bodies and unable to stir hand orfoot. The 
strikers or members of the mob, too, lay around 
wounded or dying, but the officers paid no at- 
tention to them at first, only thinking of their 
fallen comrades. They picked them up and 
bore those who could not walk or move to the 
station and assisted all with slight wounds to 
walk to their homes. 


RIES ESE 
VICTIMS OF THE RIOT. 

CuicaGo, May 5.—The dead are: Police- 
men M. J. Deegan and Nicholas Shannon, both 
of the West Lake-street fstation; Citizen Charles 
Keisler, No. 167 West Indiana-street, shot 
through the heart. 

The policemen fatally wounded are: John Bar- 
rett, shot through the liver and wounded in sev- 
eral places on the head and shoulders, is breathing 


through a tube in his side; George Mueller, shot 
through the wags and otherwise injured by the 
bomb; Jacob Hansen, bomb wounds in both 
legs, right leg.very badly fractured: Timothy 
Flavin, gunshot wound in spine, right leg frac- 
tured; Nels Hansen, bomb and shot wounds in 
seven places, right thigh fractured, badly in- 
jured in the back; Lawrence Murpby, shot in 
neck and both legs, bomb wound in foot, toes 
amputated. 

In addition to these there are 26 policemen 
suffering from wounds ranging from serious to 
slight, none of whom are expected to die, 8 citi- 
zens who are dangerously wounded, and some 
of whom will. probably die, and 10 whose 
injuries are serious to slight. These include 
only those reported to the police, but there 
are many, it is believed, who are being cared for 
at their own homes, There were 64 patients in 
the County Hospital at 5 o’elock this afternoon 
whose wounds were the result of the tragedy 
of the previous evening. Two were believed 
to beat the point of death, and at least four 
others were supposed to be tatally wounded, 

At midnight to-night Dr. Ferdinand Henrotin 
Surgeon to the Police Department, said: * 
have examined 39 wounded policemen and have 
been notified that there are nine more injured. 
Of those I have examined I thinkeight, and 
possibly ten, will die.’’ 

A sister of August Spies came to the Central 
Station to-day audafter much talking Lieut. Kip- 
ley elicited from her the confession that a third 
brother, who was in last night’s fracas, was lying 
dangerously ill at hishome, it is thought that 
he will die. 


ORDERING MORE STRIKES. 
CuicaGo, May 5.—Another great strike 
was begun this morning. The 1,700 men em- 
ployed in the Deering Harvester Works stopped 
work without notice or warning of any 
character and without having made any 
demands. The managers of the works 


have asked for police protection. The works 
are situated in the. heart of a district largely 
populated by foreign speaking people. ‘The 
strikers held an open air meeting on the prairie 
near the factory at 10 o’clock. ‘hey demanded 
eight hours’ work for ten hours’ pay, double 
pay for over time, and 20 per cent. advance for 
piece work. Schwab, one of the men now under 
arrest, addressed these strikers last night, urging 
them to this course. 

Three thousand men employed in the great 
car shops at Pullman laid down their tools and 
went out this morning, joining the 1,000 who 
quit yesterday. There are nO men working in 
the town to-day except the men employed in the 
ear shops, who do not number more than 560. 

The railroad situation was further complicatea 
this morning by a strike of «1l,the freight hand. 
lers on the Lake Shore Road. The switchmen 
on the same road also decided not to handle 
any freight cars loaded by any persons other 
than the strikers. The railway companies have 
sustained no molestation of any kind, and, with 
the exception of the Lake Shore, are moving 
about all the freight offered. The Northwestern 
Road has arranged to resume operations to-mor- 
row with a full force of men.

THREE ANARCHIST LEADERS, 
August Spies was born in Cassel, Ger- 
many,and is now about 32 years of age. He 
came ‘to Chicago when he was 17, and 
learned the trade of saddle maker, but 
threw up-this occupation aftertwo years and 
went on a tramp through the West and South. 


In 1875 he returned to Chicago, where 
the Socialistic party was very strong at that 
time. He became a convert to their ideas, 
and soon was among the leaders; as an 
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agitator it was easy for him to obtain 
employment in the office of the Arbreter-Zei- 
tung, the daily organ.of the Socialists. While 
working for the paper he began to study the 
scientific side of Socialism and otherwise to im- 
prove on his education. One year later he 
was business manager of the paper, and in 
1878 he obtained the editorial control. In 
1879, John Most for the first time came to Chi- 
cago and found in Spies an only too willing 
follower for his  anarchistic doctrines. 
Spies gradually changed the politics 
and the tone of the paper until it 
became the mouthpiece of dynamiters 
and the most dangerous classes. With the 
aid of the Arbeiter Zeitung he has lashed 
the workingmen into rebellion, and to 
those anarchistically inclined foreigners 
who could not read the English lancuage 
he issued an English sideshowto the Arbeiler 
Zeitung and the .alarm, edited by Parsons, a co- 
worker of Spies. : 

But it was not only Most’s influence what 
drove Spies to lawlessness. Two years ago 
one of his brothers, William Spies, was 
shot and killed by a policeman, and he 
then vowed vengeance on the preservers of 
the peace, and he has kept his oath. 
Wiliiam Spies was a dangerous char- 
acter. Three months before his death he 
was one of a gane of toughs who killed a 
farmer named Lovell, living near Chicago. The 
farmer had refused them admittance to his 
house, and was killed accordingly by stones 
thrown at him. -Billy Spies was tried for the 
murder, but acquitted upon technicalities 
and en account of the influence of his brother’s 
press He could not, however, enjoy life and 
iberty long. Ina druuken fight he resisted ar- 
rest and was Killed by an officer before he could 
kill him. 

Spies is a gentlemanly fellow in appearance. 
He dresses well. He supports his mother. It is 
characteristic of a man like him that he cannot 
see biood. The sight of a bleeding per- 
son totally unnerves him. and makes 
him sick. Spies has relatives living in 
Brooklyn, but doing business in this city. Hugo 
Mueller, a prominent member of the Produce 
Exchange, is his cousin, and A. Spies, the jeweler 
at No. 172 Centre-street, is his uncle. Spies is 
not married. 

Michael Schwab, the associate editor of the 
Arbeiter Zeitung, 18a bookbinder by occupation. 
Four years ago he was taken in the employ 
of the paper by Spies. He was a selt- 
educated and ambitious man, with nat- 
ural talents, and soon mastered his 
mother language sufficiently to write for 
the press,and is nowa thoroughly competent 
editor. Heis about 36 years of age, and very 
untidy in appearance. His hair is seldom 
combed, and his clothes look and set bad- 
ly. He is married to a woman in free-love 
fashion, who was, together with her brothers 
exiled from Austria for political reasons. 
Schwab fully shares the anarchistic princi- 
ples ‘of Spies, and has worked with him 
for years, preaching the use of dynamite, 
bombs, and guns against the rich and mighty. 
Personally he is as meek as a Jamb, having 
never in his life had a personal encounter. 

Anarchist Parsons was for many years the 
héte noir of the Socialistic-Anarchistic party of 
Chicago. He is lazy, and wili not work, 
except now and then, as agent for his 
wife, a dressmaker. The Anarchists used 
to employ him as a traveling agitator, and he 
incited many minor riots in the coal re- 
gions of the West within the last three 
years. In his paper, the Alarm, Par- 
sons preached the same principles as Spies 
and Most, and published among other 
dangerous matter an instruction “how to 
manufacture and handle dynamite and other ex- 
plosives.”* He also taught the workingmen the 

\use of their ritles; he wasa good shot, having had 

exverience in this respect in his occupation asa 
Texas scout. which he followed when he wasa 
boy. Parsons is about 45 yearsoft age, a man 
with keen eyes, a thin body, and a little mus- 
tache. His wife isan agitator and public speak- 
er as well as her husband. She is a colored 
woman. Sne is poorly clad, but very intelligent. 
It is said that she has Indian blood in her veins. 
She preaches anarchy like Louise Michel. 

Anarchist Fielding is a follower of Spies; a 
fat, lazy American; a carpenter by trade. 
He_ seldom works, occupying his time 
with repeating in the MKnglish languaze 
the speeches.and doctrines set forth by Spies in 
German. Fielding has done some dangerous 
work by organizing English-speaking anarchis- 
tic groups. He is otherwise not. remarkable. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF THE RIOTS. 

Lonvon, May 6.—The Daily News, in an 
editorial, says: “The territorial democracy of 
America will make very short work of anarchist 
plots once it has been aroused, as it is now likely 
to be, to action against them.” 

The Standard says: ‘“*The Chicago bombs 
may originally have been intended for 
the Czar or the English Home Secretary, 
but it is impossible to insure that such 
wares shall be kept exclusively for foreign 
consumption when riots break out. Congress 
will probably have to depart from the easy 
laissez faire system which has prevailed with re- 
gard tothe conspirators against the peace and 
satety of other communities. The rioters be- 
long tothe motley crowd that bave filed from 
prisons In their own countries to find in Amer- 
ica, pending the construction of an lrish Parlia- 
ment, a secure resting place.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: ** There is no need 
to fear that the law breakers in Chicago will 
overpower the police. It becomes us, however, 
on this side of the Atlantic: to consider how 
tar we are responsible for the savage émeute 
in Chicago. ‘The saddest charge that can be 
brought against Mr. Gladstone is that all his ad- 
ministrations,heve abdicated in Ireland the first 
function of government, which is to govern. 
The result is seen in the surrender he fain would 
make to the Irish irreconcilables in America. 
The Chicago riot has shown us anew what man- 
ner of men the supporters of these Irish bills be- 
yond the Atlantic are.” 


AN INCENDIARY CIRCULAR. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 5.—The following 
circulars, printed in German and English, have 
been posted in conspicuous places all over the 
city this evening, and at 11 o’clock one was 
found with the paste still wet clinging to the 
door of the Central Police Station: 


* Revenge! Workmen,toarms! Your masters sent 
out their bloodhounds, the police. They killed six of 
your brothers at MeCormick’s this afternoon. ‘They 
killed the poor wretches because they, like you, had 
the courage to disobey the supreme will of your 
bosses; they killed them because they dared to 
ask for the shortening of the hours of toil: 
they killed them to show youfree American citizens 
that you must be contented and satistied with what- 
ever your bosses consent to allow you or you will be 
killed. You have for 
abject humiliation; 
suffering 


years endured the most 
you have been for years 
immeasurable iniquities; you have 
worked yourselves to death; you have endured the 
pangs of want and hunger; your children have been 
sacrificed to the factory lords. In short, you have been 
miserable and obedient slaves all these years. Why? 
To satisfy the insatiable greed, to fiil the coffers 
of your long thieving masters. When you as 
him now to lessen your burden he sends his blood- 
hounds out to killyou. If youare men, if you are 
sons of your grandsires who have shed their blood to 
free you, then you will rise in your migbt and destroy 
the hideous monster that seeks to destroy you. To 
arms! We call you toarms! 

YOUR BROTHERS,” 

Secret gatherings have been held all over the 
city this evening, and an ominous feeling per- 
vades the town.

THE SITUATION AT CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 5.—The ranks of 
the strikers have been recruited to-day by men 
frum the smaller factories, and it is now esti- 
mated that 20,000 are out. About 500 striking 


freight handlers from other roads marched ip an 
orderly body to the Little Miami yard a little 
before noon. Their movement was made known 
to the police, and 100 officers. under the com- 
mand of Chief of Police Moore, reached the 
yard in front of the freight house. The Board 
of Police Commissioners also reached the place 
before the arrival of the strikers. The 
police formed in solid jines across the street 
in front of the approaching strikers and ordered 
them to halt. They were asked what they wanted. 
The reply was that they only wished to urge 
the Little Miami and Louisville and Nashville 
mentocome out. They were told they could go 
no further. Col. Moore recognized their leader 
as “Texas Jack,” a Missouri vacific striker, 
whose rea! name is said to be Stacy,and asked 
him torward.. The two walked together into the 
station, where the leader was placed under arrest. 
The crowd supposed for some time that he was 
conferring with the officers. When they learned 
he was under arrest there was an excited move- 
ment in the crowd, and one man shouted, 
“Throw dynamite at.them,” meaning at the 
police. He was instantly seized and pulled intoan 
adjoining building by the police. The crowd 
was then pressed back by the police and finally 
dispersed, The railway managers had a confer- 
ence to-night, at which it was decided that all 
the roads would begin receiving freight again 
to-motrow, taking back all the old men who 
would return and putting on new men if they 
are needed. The strikers of all trades deprecate 
the use of the red flag or of violence in any form. 

CotumBus, Chio, May 5.—Two hundred 
United States troops under order from the War 
Department left the Columbus Barracks to- 
night for Cincinnati to guard the Government 


buildings and property in auticipation of a riot- 


caused by tho strikers. 





Brusszrs, May 5.—In the Chamber of 
Representatives to-day M. Beernaert, Premier 
and Minister of Finance, announced that the 
budget deficit would not exceed $140,000. He 
announced that a loan of $8,600,000 would 
be issued to provide work for unemployed ar- 
tisans and Jaborers. The leaders of the Opposi- 
tion promised to co-operate in the attempt to 
solve the labor difficulty. 
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BLOODSHED IN BAYVIEW 


-~@-—--—— 
A MOB DISPERSED BY POWDEA 
AND LEAD, 

THE MILITARY USE THEIR RIFLES, KILL 
FOUR PERSONS, FATALLY WOUND 
THREE, AND INJURE OTHERS. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 5.—Lincoln-avee 
nue, the boundary line between the south end 
of the city and Bayview, was sprinkled with the 
blood of Polish rioters at 9 o’clock this 
morning. The crowd started from the cor- 
ner: of Grove and “Mitchell streets, a 
few hundred strong, but gathered strength 
asit marched along Kinnickinnic-avenue and 
Bayview-street. Oneof the men carried a red 
flag. By the time the crowd reached Bayview- 
street there were perhaps 2,000 men in line. 
Every minute the yelling and cheering in- 
creased, and a great shout went up when 
the building of the great rolling mills 
become visibie down on the Jake shore. The 
mob swung into South Bay-street and rapidly 
approached the stationary bridge  cross- 
ing Deer Creek, at the same time, the 
military compunies in the yards of the 
rolling mills bestirring themselves under com- 
mand of Major G. H. Trenmer. There were four 
companies constituting the Fourth Battalion 
and the Bower City Rifles and Janesville 
Guards, of Janesville. The Janesville Guards 
were stationed on a hill to the north, 
and south of them were the Bower City 
Rifles, of the same city, and the Sheridan Guards, 
of Milwaukee. Whenthe head of the mob got 
across Lincoln-avenue into Bayview the crowd 
was ordered to stop. No attention being paid to 
the request, Major Trenmer repeated the order 
and gave them all fair warning. Again the 
crowd, which was now about 1,500 feet distant, 
ignored the caution and pressed torward toward 
the bridge. Major Trenmer nad his orders, 
and they were to keep any crowd from ap- 
proaching the mills and to fire upon themrasa 
last resort if the order could not otherwise be 
enforced. Accordingly, when no attention had 
been given to the second warning he gave the 
order to fire. As nearly as-could be-learned two 
companies, the Brown City Rifles-and. the Sheri- 
dan Guard, emptied their guns with a steady 
aim into the throng. 

Major Trenmer said to a reporter that every 
company had fired a -voiley, but Capt..Borchardt 
was sure that his men had not fired. ‘hey were 
stationed in the rear, and could not have 
done so very well, The shooting had a 
terrible effect on the men. Seeing several’ 
of their number fall wounded or killed, they 
threw themselves fiat on the ground and 
sought the shelter of the railroad embankment. 
The level of South Bay-street and Linucoln- 
avenue, being higher than the marsh, was 
also sought by the frantic men, who 
tumbled headlong into the water. There was 
every evidence on surrounding objects to show 
that the military had fired low and “ with intent 
to kill,” as one of them expressed it. The result 
‘of the first volley having had such asalutary 
effect the military companies again stacked 
their arms and portions of the routed mob 
returned to the scene of the shooting. 
A squad of police also put in-an appearance, and 
began to assist the wounded. Several of the lat- 
ter were taken to the neighboring saloons and 
dosed with whisky, after which they were con- 
veyed to their homes. 

Casimir Dudek, who had carried the red flag, 
was the last one to receiveattention. Two bul- 
lets had carried away his lower jaw and two 
others had passed through the upper portion of 
his left arm, showing beyond a doubt that he 
bad heen made a'target of more than one rifle. 
At 10 o’clock he was still reclining in the 
arms of a fellow-countryman on-theslope of the 
street embankment, his life blood imparting a 
crimson tint to the green grass. Father Gulski, 
of St. Hyacinthe’s, was standing over him and a 
crowd closed in upon the scene. ‘the man 
was quiet enough when Justice McKiver took 
him away in his carriage. Pieces of his 
jaw and severul teeth were gathered up by by- 
Standers whose conversation showed that they 
were countrymen of the wounded Polistagi- 
tator. 

THE KILLED. 

MICHAEL RUCHALKIS, ao laborer, aged 40, .whot 
through the brenst and expired shortly afterward. He 
resided on Garden-street, near the city limits. He 
was murried. but had no children 

FRANCIS KUNKEL, aged 69 years, who lived in a 
littie shanty on South Bay-street. was shot through 
the heart while feeding the chickens in his yard. He 
wasa laborer, but had not been working for four years, 
owinpgto rheumatism. Ile leaves a widow and five 

hildren. 

7 JOHANN MASZKA, a laborer, aged 24 years, was shot 

through the bowels, the ball going clear through bim. 

He died in great avony at his house, No. 700 Fourth- 

avenue. He leaves a widow and one child. 

MARTIN JANKOWIS, & laborer, aged 25 years, was 
shot throgh the chest, the ball entering in front and 
passing outinthe reur, Extreme unction was admip- 
istered to the dying man by Father Lewandski at. No- 
768 Kighth-avenue. 

THE WOUNDED. 

Albert Erdmann, aged 1¥, shot through, the abdo- 
men and cannot live. He resides at No. 676 Windlake- 
avenue. 

Casimir Dudek, of Seymour, aged 30, was shot in the 
left cheek and arm. Half of his lower jaw was carried 
away by two bullets. He is not expectedto live. Fa- 
ther Gulzki administered {extreme unction on the 
marsh where the man was shot. 

YRANK NOWATZAK, aged 13 years, a schoolboy, was 
shot sideways through the upper abdomen by @ stray 
bullet. He liveag at No. 485 Maple-street. Cannot 

ive. 
tS OHANN OSINSKI, aged 28 years, lives at No. 700 
Grove-street. He was shot in right shoulder white 
stooping down behind an embankment. 
not serious. 

FRED GOLDBECK, a section hand of the Milwaukeg 
and St. Paul Koad, was shot through both thighs by 
one builet. He lives at No. 696 Railroad-street. The 
wound is not dangerous. 

The excitement througnout the Fourteenth 
Ward reached a high pitch in the after- 
noon god threats of violence were 
heard on every hand. Knots of mep 
could be seen gesticulating and discussing the 
shooting in frout of every saloon, in front of 
the victims’ houses, and even at church and 
school doors. All were indignant over 
what they term the unprovoked wmur- 
der of their countrymen. Many of the 
Milwaukee police being from Prussia, cap 
talk erman, and not a few _ have 
served their King in the old country. One of 
these men, who appeared more intelligent than 
many, said toa reporter: ‘* We went out there 
simply to see whether anybody in the mills w 
at work. The shooting came so sudden that 
simply astonished us. We came away and 
returned to Mitchell-street, where a cou- 
ple of Socialists from Milwaukee Garden soon 
after put in an appearance and offered to 
aid us with arms and men. I won’t go down 
there again unless [ get a gun, so that I can do 
something. Sticks and clubs are of no avail 
against powder and lead.” 

Nearly every Pole who would open his mouth 
said that tne matter wouldn’t be allowed to rest 
where it was. The women were even more wild 
in their threats than the men. Somte went from 
house to house calling on both sexes to take re- 
venge for the massacre. With the exception of 
one or two all of the victims residedin the 
Yourteenth Ward, which is almost exclusively 
inhabited by Polacks. 

Among the 3,000 strikers gathered at Milwau- 
kee Garden this mornine and refusing to dis- 
perse, who were attacked by the police with 
clubs, were many Socialists armed with revolv- 
ers, and probably a hundred shots were 
fired without any serious effects. The crowds 
were finally dispersed, but gathered again 
during the day, and the situation was often 
critical. To-nicht Paul Grattkauf, the Soctalist 
leader of the city, was placed under arrest, and 
the mob threaten to storm the jail and secure 
bis release before morning. Gov. Ruskand the 
entire First Regiment is in the city. He will 
summon the entire militia of the State here if ig 
proves necessary.

MURDER AND THEN SUIOIDE, 
> 

A BOARDER IN WILLIAMSBURG KILLS HIS 

LANDLADY AND CUTS HIS OWN THROAT. 

The quaint three-story frame house at 
No. 175 Floyd-street, Williamsburg, was the 
scene of a double tragedy—a murder and a 
suicide—yesterday afternoon. The little dwell- 
ing bas been ocoupied by William Lewis, a car 
driver, and his pretty wife, Mary 1da, who, to 
eke out a comfortable living, has for cver a 
year kept boarders. Among them was Joseph 
Walzer, a pleasant-looking man about 27 
years of age. He was from Philadelphia, 
and had no friends in Brooklyn; but another 
boaraer in the house obtained him a position in 


the Crescent watch case factory, on Wallabeut- 
street, near Marcy-avenue. Walzer was a good 
workman, but was frequently afflicted with fits, 
and at such times would stay at home, wander- 
ing all over the house, refusing to eat or drink, 

Yesterday morning he sent a note to the fac- 
tory stating that he was ill and would not be at 
work. His bedroom was on the second floor, 
and he remained in it until Jate in the afternoon. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock Mrs. Lewis went to her 
room on the third floor to close the windows, as 

ain had berun to fall. She was obliged to pass 

alzer’s door. No unusual noise was heard by 
anybody in the house, buta Mrs. Andrus, an- 
otber boarder, who called to Mrs. Lewis to close 
her windows also, received no answer. She 
therefore started to close them herseif,and on 
the stairs leading from the first to the second 
fioor she met Walzer coming down. 

‘Where is Mrs, Lewis ?” asked Mrs. Andrus, 

**Oh, she’s up there somewhere,” answered 
the man carelessly, 

Mrs. Andrews passed on to her room—the rear 
one on the second fluor. Walzer went down 
stairs out into the back yard and into an out- 
house. A few rapid cuts at his neck with a 
razor, which he had carried in his sleeve, almost 
severed his head from his pody. The biood 
eeeeret all over the door of the building and 

alzer staggered out into the yurd and fell inthe 
grass. Mrs, Andrews was just closing one of her 
windows when sbe saw the horrible spectacle in 
the yard, She called excitedly to Mr. Lewis, 
who was in the basement. 

But Mr. Lewis had discovered something more 
horrible than the suicide. He had been out of 
work forsome days, and was doing some odd 
jobs in the kitchen when he noticed that it was 
ceasing. Not knowing that his wife had pre- 
ceded him, Mr. Lewis went up to his room to 
close the windows. He, too, passed Walzer on 
the steps. When he reached the third fioor be 
found the walls covered with blood and the thin 
matting on the floor torn in many places. Some 
clothing which bad hung on the balustrade was 
scattered about the hallway and a smal! chair 
lay at the head of the stairs broken. It had 
been pulled apart. 

Not knowing what had happened, and hur- 
riedly entering his room, Mr. Lewis found his 

oung wife lying ona iow bed, her feet touch- 

ng the floor, with two deep and blecding gashes 
in her neck, Over her eye was an ugly cut, and 
herright arm was hacked in a dozen places. 
These cuts were evidently made by a razor. 
The woman was gasping faintly, and before her 
— could gather her up in his arms she was 
ead. 

Just as Mrs. Lewis expired the cry of Mrs. 
Andrus was heard. Word was sent at once to 
the Flushing-avenue station house, and two 
Officers hastened to the house in Fioyd-street. 
When they reached Walzer he, too, was dead, 
and his body was immediately taken to the 
morgue. The razor was found clenched in the 
dead man’s hand. It was a new one, but a large 
knick had been cut in the centre of the blade, it 
is supposed by contact with the bones of Mrs. 
Lewis's arm. 

The room where Mrs. Lewis was found showed 
evidence of a great struggle. The mirror had 
been crashed and chairs and tables were tumble 
out of place. Biood was over everything. A 
very odd thing about the tragio oecurrence is 
that the noise of so great a struggle was not 
heard by some one in the house. 

The police suppose that Walzer, whose insanity 
had been yy A during bis confinement to 
his room, saw Mrs. Lewis as she passed his door 
and followed her. As she stopped to open her 
door he overtook her and inflicted the first 
wound—the one over the eye. The fight was 
continued in the room until nally Walzer bent 
Mrs. Lewis over her bed and cut her twice in the 
neck, one slash severing the jugular vein. He 
then went coolly tothe yard and ended his own 
existence. 

Mr. Lewis is positive that there was no in- 
timacy between his wifeand Walzer. Mr. An- 
drus, the husband of the lady who so narrowly 
escaped an attack while passing Walzer on the 
stairs, works in the factory with Walzer. He 
had frequently noticed the strange behavior of 
the latter during his fit, and bad often thought 
aoe was insane and would some day commit 
& 8. 





A GANG OUT WITH A PISTOL, 


‘ONE OF THEM SHOT IN THE NEOK AND 
LIKELY TO DIE. 

A grocery store is kept by Frederick 
Hoffman in'the tenement house No. 846 Elev- 
enth-avenue, between Fifty-seventh and Fifty- 
eighth streets. Philip Wenz is employed by 
Hoffman as clerk. The neighborhood is infested 
by young roughs, who have greatly annoyed the 
groceryman. About 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon three “toughs” made their appearance. 
They were! John McDonnell, 18 years old; his 
brother Patrick, age 15, and Martin Howard, 26 
years ola. The McDonnells both live with their 
widowed mother at No. 820 Eleventh-avenue. 
Howard lives at No. 451 West Fifty-fifth-street. 

The roughs got hold of a barrel of apples 
standing in front of the store and threw them 
into the street. Hoffman sent tora policeman, 
and they went away. An hour later they re- 
turned in company with another young man. 
Wenz was behind the counter, Hoffman was in 
the back part of the store, and his wife was in a 
rine f the rearofthe grocery when the four 
eutered. John McDonnell asked Wenz to make 
bim asandwich. While the clerk was busy pre- 
paring the sandwich the visitors amused them- 
selves by tipping over boxes and barréls, and 
strewing their contents over the floor. 

Hoffman came forward and remonstrated 
with them, While the attention of Hoffman 
and his clerk was fully occupied the elder Mc- 
Donnell picked up atin box filled with ginger 
nuts and fancy crackers and, concealing it under 
his coat, started to leave the store.

He would begin 
his remarks on the exhibition by saying that the 
St. Bernard is the most beautiful dog in the 
world. He wouldstand by that until he reached 
the greyhounds, and then he would declare them 


the most beautiful. That assertion would hold 
g00d till be reached the pointers, and he would 
raise his voice in their praise until he fell head 
over ears in love with some coy little witch of 
an Irish setter. It is safe to wager a large 
amount of money that he would not speak so 
well of the bulldogs, though they havea beauty 
of their own. : 

The dog show contains a number of celebrated 
dogs whose ancestral pride is of that deep, abid- 
ing, protoplasmal nature made familiar by tho 
lordly Pooh-Bah, and whose value iu standard 
dollars is discouraging to would-be purchasers. 
Among the champion rough-coated St. Ber- 
nards the great Duke of Leeds, owned by the 
Hermitage Kennel, of » Passaic, N. J.. looms up. 
Heisa noble orange brindle, with white mark- 
ings,a son of Mount Sion Il. and Novice, and 
has a long list of Pinatage to his credit. He 
has been frequently exhibitedin this eity, and 
his noble head is familiar to all attendants of 
dog shows. E. H. Moore’s Merchant Prince, 
which took first in the open class, has won 
15 first prizes and is a splendid specimen. The 
champion smooth-coated St. Bernards are John 
P. Haines’s Lohengrin, the Millbrook Kennels 
Verone, BH. OC. Hearn's Don II., and the same gen- 
tleman’s Leila. These dogs are all worthy of 
close examiuation, There are a number of fine 
specimens in the open clas 
Stillman’s brindle and white St, Botolph and H. 
N. Howell’s orange and white Zecco, by Lohen- 
grin, ous of Vix, 1 one year old and weighing 185 
pounds. 

The champion prqghouns Memnon, owned by 
H. W. Smith, of orcester, Maas., is a perfeot 
picture in black and white of what this grace- 
ful and swift breed of dogs should be, The 
same gentleman's black and white Mother Dem- 
dike is also a fine animal. There is an excellent 
display of greyhounds, which will be found on 
the Twenty-sixth-street side of the Garden. The 
deerhounds are near by, and there are some 
splendid dogs ip the collection. The exhibits of 
the Clovernook Kennel and John EB. Thayerare 
particularly good. 

Every one who admires dogs at all can appre- 
ciate the beauty of a well-bred pointer. his 
exbibition is rich in noble specimens of this 
clean-built, sinewy dog. It isa pleasure to look 
at them and to handle them, Of course 
there are a number of signs requesting 
visitors not to handle the dogs, and of 
course the visitors pay no attention to 
them. The bulldogs, bull terriers,and mastiffs 
are generally viewed from a distance, for their 
reception of strangers is not encouraging. But 
puinters are quiet and well disposed beasts, and 
though they do not welcome strangers 
with the affectionate demonstrations of 
the frivolous collie they make no 
serious objections toa kindly pat on the head, 
The display of the Graphic Kennel, of Jersey 
City, is remarkably fine.

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MURDERED IN COLD BLOOD, 


——_—_o—_ 
TEAMSTER EMIL ROHMEIS FATALLY BEATEN. 
—THE MURDERERS ARRESTED. 


While hundreds of people were passing 
up and down Ludlow-street, between Delancey 
and Broome, at about 3:30 o’clook yesterday 
afternoon, the delivery wagon of Leopold 
Freund, a soda water manufacturer of Riving- 
ton-street, in which were Freund himself and 
his driver, Emil Rohmeis, drove rapidly down 
the street, and near Rivington passed a light 
covered wagon, in which were two men, going 
uptown. Freund heard one of the men gay to 
the other: “There goesa ——driver! Let’s kill 
the———.” Freund asked his driverif he knew 
them,and hesaid that he had never-seen themen. 
Turning around, Ronmeis saw the other wagon 
draw up at the corner of Delancey-street. Both 
men jumped out, and started back on a run 
toward the soda water wagon. As the latter 
arrived opposite Engine House No. 17, one of 
these fellows picked up a heayy piece of 
scantling about four feet long, which was 
lying upon a pile of old lumber, and while 
his companion caught hold of the horse’s 
bridle, bringing the animal to a standstill, 
climbed up on the front wheel, and, with an 
oath, asked which was the boss and which the 
driver. The man at the horse’s head pointed to 
Rohmeis, and shouted ‘“*Can’t you see which is 
the driver? Kill him!’ The man with the 
scantling repeated the question, ““Whichis the 
driver?” 

“Tam,” replied Rohmeis, and no sooner had 
he uttered the words than the otherdealt him a 
terrific blow across the head with his piece of 
scantling. He who held the horse dropped the 
reins, and picking up an oid iron-bound paint’ 
pot, which was lying upon the pile of lumber, 
climbed into the wagon and struok the driver’ 
on the head withit. Almost at the samo instant, 
the first assailant, who had dropped the aseannhy, : 
picked up a brick and threw it at Rommeis. It 
struck him full in the chest, and, with a groan. 
he dropped back senseless into Freund’s arms, 
The murderers then attempted to escape, but the 
cries of Freuud brought several firemen out of 
the engine house, and they seized the men and 
secured them. A crowd had in the meantime 
collected around the ‘wagon. An ambulance 
call was sent out from the engine house, but be- 
fore the ambulance arrived Rohmeis was dead. 

Two officers took the two men to the Eldridge-- 
street station house. There they gave their 
names as Nicholas Giess, of No. East Hous- 
ton-street,.and Henry Kruzer. of No. 800 Stan- 
ton-street. Both are about 22 or 23 years old. 
Both had been drinking enough to make them 
ugiy. When asked by the Sergeant why the 
had assaulted Rohmeis they shook their heads 
and said, “Ob, he was a dirty driver.” 
That was all Sergeant could get 
out of them, and they were locked up. 
Later, Coroner Kidman had an interview with 
them, and Giess said that when they passed 
Rohmeis’s wagon the latter swore at them and 
made them mad. Kruger om 4) on shaking his 
head and said: “It’s all right. It’s all right. 
He was a dirty driver.and we had to kill him.” 
It was Giess who struck the driver with the 
scantiing and the brick, and Kruger who use 
the paint Lpok The two men were in the employ 
of John M. Wenndeis, a kindling wood dealer at 
the foot of East Houston-street. Mr. Wenndeis 
said last night that they bad been in his employ 
for abeut two years,and had behaved them- 
selves fairly well. He did not think that they 
had known either Rohmeisor Freund or that 
they had ever seen them before yesterday after- 
noon, 

The murdered man, Rohmeis, had teen em- 
ployed by Freund for four years. He was 23 
years old, and was, according to Mr. Freund, a 
man of good habits. He lived at No. 270 East 
Fourth-street, and was the support of his mother 
and sister, with whom he lived. Mr. Freund de- 
clared that neither he nor Rohmeis spoke to 
either of the men,and that it was an unprovoked, 
savage attack. Everything, from the time 
the men got out of their wagon, hap- 
pened so quickly that no one of the 
many people in the street had time to in- 
terfere. Several firemen were standing in 
the engine house door, and by the time thatthey 
had gotten to the wagon the fatal blows had been 
struck. The motive for the murder isa mys- 
tery. The wien = arp te is that the kindling wood 
men were reckless enough from drinking to do 
anything, and, speaking to Rohmeis as they 
drove by, it was supgested by one of them that 
they should go back and attack him. They will 
be arraigned for examination this morning, and 
to-day Coroner Eidman will hold an autopsy on 
the body of the dead man.

Aldermen and railroad off- 
cials had been indicted and were on-their way to 
justice. A Dill had been passed annulling 3 
charter for which 80 Senators had voted, and yet 
Mr. Fassott had charged that if certain clues had 
been followed up certain men-would have been 
convicted high in position.

It requires the quaran- 
tining of infected patients, and a_ very 
strict supervision of them. Local Boards 
of Health are iven the right of 
inspection, and willful violations of the law are 
made a misdemeanor. Each institution may 
select its own physician to carry out its opera- 
tions. Gen. Batcheller made a very impressive 
ieee in behalf of the unfortunates whose con- 

ition has been so neglected that a law is re- 
quired to protect them. He fortified it by pre- 
senting photographs of a dozen or more chil- 
dren whose eyesight was perfectly good when 
admitted to certain institutions, but which bas 
been totally destroyed by the ravages of the 
deadly Egyptian plague. Mr. McCarthy wanted 
to exempt Onondaga County, and Mr. McCann 
the county of Kings, but the House would not 
listen to them. Certain amendments made by 
the General now go to the Senate for concur- 
rence. : 

The bill abolishing imprisonment for debt, to 
which Speaker Husted has devoted much atten- 
tion, was passed by the Assembly So-day. 

The canal boatmen’y bill, introduced by Mr, 
Cutler, of Schenectady, appropriating $200,000 
for eontveniog eight locks on portions of the 
canal in Oswegoand Onondaga Counties, hada 
narrow escape from utter defeat ‘in the Assem- 
bly. There can be no doubt that the locks 
ought to be lengthened if the capacity and use- 
‘fulness of the canalisto be maintained.

The Senate Committee on Railroads 
gade yesterday what was.intended to be 
its final report on the subject of the 
Broadway Railroad inquiry, in which it 
again characterized in just and vigorous 
language the iniquity disclosed, and de- 
fended the action of the Legislature in 
dealing withit. It is gratifying to see 
that the District Attorney appreciates the 
value of the investigation and desires to 
make the fullest use of the committee’s 
labors. At his request its time was fur- 
ther extended to next Tuesday to enable 
it to take-some further testimony which 
he thinks would be valuable. The course 
of Senator FassETT in opposing this, as in 
many other matters during the present 
session, is-hard to explain on creditable 
grounds. Six of the other seven who 
voted against the resolution are men of 
whom nothing creditable is necessarily 


to be expected. They are BARAGER, 
CoGGESHALL, MORPHY, PLUNKITT, RaINEs, 


and VEpDER. Of Mr. Dunsam better 
things-were to be looked for. It would 


be wellif the committee could retain its 
jurisdiction over the matter until the 
whole work of bringing the givers and 


receivers of bribes to justice was’ com- 
pleted, 


The subscription in the-Chicago Board 
of Trade for the relief of ‘the policemen 


wounded: and the families of those killed 
by the Anarchists on Tuesday night is lib- 
eral. Butwhile-there is no doubt of the 


willingness or capacity of Chicago to care 
for her own guardians, it would be a 
becoming thing for the business men of 


New-York to contribute to this fund. For 
the first time in the history of the Repub- 


lic officers of the law have been killed 
and wounded by men engaged in an 
avowed attack upon the right of property 
itself, of the right by which every man, 


be his possessions large or small, keeps his 


home and provides for those dependent 
upon him. It would be a fitting thing for 
those whose means enable them to do so 
to express in a substantial way their sym- 


pathy and gratitude to the brave men who 
have suffered in the defense of this most 


common and most precious of rights. 











If the title of the act of 1884 “‘to cen- 
tre responsibility in the Municipal Govern- 


ment of the city of New-York” does not 


cover the appointment of Excise Commis- 
Bioners without confirmation by the Board 
of Aldermen, how does the title of the 
Consolidated act of 1882 cover their ap- 


pointment with such confirmation? That 


is the latest enactment of the Legislature 


providing for their appointment in that 
way, and its title runs: ‘‘An act to 
‘consolidate into one act and to declare 
the special and local laws affecting pub- 


lic interests in the city of New-York.” 


Either this makes thé provision regard- 
ing the appointment of Excise Commis- 


pen en ne 2 an ene ne ren apenas nan 


sioners a part of the special and local’ 
‘laws affecting: public: interests in the city 
or it does not cover thé appointment of 
those officers at all, and there is no au- 
thority for the method heretofore in 
vogue. Another point may be cited as'to 
the int@nt of the Legislature’ to make: 
these State or local officers, Chapter 444 
of the laws of 1874, amending the excise 
laws, provides in its first ‘section that in 
the towns of the State at the annual 
town meetings “‘ there shall be elected in 
the same manner as other town cfiicers 
are elected, three Commissioners of Ex- 
cise.” They are then town officers in 
towns; and in cities, where they are ap- 
pointed as other city officers are ap- 
pointed, they must be city officers. The 
law seems to us to be all on one side. 








The alarming discovery has been made 
by certain Blaine organs, notably the 
Philadelphia Press, that the Presi- 
dent and the independents are 
“out.” This coldness has come about, 
it seems, through the failure of 
the independents to advise the President 
day by day as to the performance of his 
executive duties. The President feels that 
he has been neglected and has not received 
*‘proper indorsement.” There isno doubt 
that this story would give the independents 
a great deal of uneasiness if the acts and 
facts put forward in support of it were ca- 
pable of bearing the construction which 
the Blaine newspapers put upon them. 
The nomination of a Postmaster in Brook- 
lyn seems to be the principal basis 
for the story. That nomination, it is 
averred, was intended as a notification 
to the independents that they need expect 
no further favors at the President’s 
hands, The independents, represent- 
ed by Mr. BeErcHER, had striven des- 
perately to secure the retention of 
Postmaster McLEeErR, but the President, 
with inflexible resolution, put out Mr. 
McLeeR and put in Mr. HENpDRIX, 
who, we are informed by the Philadelphia 
Press, “is a follower of ‘ Boss’ McLauGu- 
LIN, and an aggressive Democratic par- 
tisan.” This ludicrous estimate of Mr. 
HENDRIX’s political character will dis- 
tress the independents about as little as 
it: will comfort ‘“‘ Boss” McLAUGHLIN,

THE CHICAGO MURDERS. 


No disturbance of the peace that has 
occurred in the United States since the 
war of the rebellion has excited pub- 
lic sentiment throughout the Union as 
it is excited by the Anarchists’ mur- 
der of policemen in Chicago on Tues- 
day night. We say murder with the 
fullest consciousness of what that word 
means. It is silly to speak of the crime 
as riot. All the evidence goes to show 
that it was concerted, deliberately 
planned, and coolly executed murder. 
The Scadly bomb was thrown with care- 
ful aim in the ranks of the policemen, as 
they approached, and before they had 
reached the leaders of the meeting or had 
given indication of any purpose other than 
to disperse the assembly which was threat- 
ening the public peace. The explosion of 
the bomb was a signal for the Anarchists 
to close around the police, momentarily 
thrown into confusion, and to open fire 
upon them from all directions and from 
behind boxes and wagons which served as 
breastworks, This could not have been 
done on the spur of the moment, The 
dynamite bomb is not an ordinary weap- 
on, but is prepared with care and in se- 
cret and for one purpose only—the de- 
struction of human life. Its discharge 
was in nowise like that of a revolver in 
an excited crowd, and followed, as in this 
case, by a combined attack with firearms, 
can be explained only as the result of a 
deliberate conspiracy. 

The laws of all the States are substan- 
tially the same regarding the crime of 
murder and the definition of what con- 
stitutes a ‘‘ principal,” or one directly 
guilty of that crime. By the Penal Code 
of this State, section 183, murder in the 
first degree is “the killing of a human 
being, unless it be excusable or justifiable, 
when committed from a deliberate and 
premeditated design to effect the death of 
the person killed or of another; or by an 


act imminently dangerous to others and 
evincing a depraved mind regardless of 


human life, although without a premed- 
itated design to effect the death of any 
individual” This plainly covers the 


killing of the Chicago policemen. As 
to the persons guilty of this crime, it 


was by no means only those who threw 
the bomb or fired the shots. The Penal 
Code, section 28, says: ‘‘A person con- 
cerned in the commission of a crime, 


whether he directly commits the act con- 
stituting the offense or aids and abets in 


its commission, and whether present or 
absent, and a person who directly or in- 
directly counsels, commands, induces, or 


procures another to commit a crime is a 
principal.” This isthe New-York defini- 


tion of a principle of law that prevails in 
every State of the Union. It corresponds 
almost exactly with the Illinois law as 
quoted in our dispatches this morning. It 


is to be hoped that it will be relentlessly 


and promptly applied in Chicago. It will 
not be difficult to get evidence sufficient to 
show that some of the men now under 
arrest in Chicago were engaged in ‘‘ coun- 


seling, inducing, and procuring” the mur- 
der of the policemen, The dictates of 


justice, the safety of society, and above 
all the safety of the brave men on whom 
the safety of society rests, require that the 
cowardly savages who plotted and carried 


out this murder shall suffer the death 


they deserve. 

The events of Tuesday night:in Chicago 
should also teach the people of every great 
city having to deal with the Anarchist 


element—and it is present and active in 
New-York—first, that the strength of the 
police when thus exposed should be 


largely increased; and, second, that the 
police should be closely, strongly, and 
promptly backed by the military. In 
every case where they have been tried in 


| New-York and Brooklyn, asin Milwaukee 





police can be'trusted to do all that men 
can do, and more ‘than could be ex- 
pected or should be asked of them, In 
the terrible ordeals to which they have 
been subjected, far more trying than 
those of the battlefield, they have shown 
not only heroic courage, but coolnéss and 
skill. Not a man has wavered against 
the most fearful odds. But what they 
have done so nobly has been at too 
great cost to themselves and to the 
community. Their numbers should be 
increased, and, whenever there is 
reason to suppose that the Anarchist ele- 
ment is to be met, it should be met with 
rifles and Gatling guns beyond the reach 
of their inhuman bombs. In such treat- 
ment there is nodanger of involving the 
innocent with the guilty. The Anarchists’ 
methods are open and avowed, They 
themselves give ample warning to all 
decent people to keep away from them. 
If they meet in public with violent pur- 
poses and professions in spite of the 
preventive measures which should be 
taken against them, and it becomes nec- 
essary to put them down, let it be done, 
no matter at what cost of their lives, 
without needless risk of the lives of the 
guardians of the rights and the safety of 
thecommunity. Thelife of any oneof the 
faithful officers who fell in Chicago was 
worth more to the community in which 
he lived than those of all the savage gang 
at whose hands he fell. 











THE GOVERNOR’S NOMINATIONS. 


Gov. HiLu’s message to the Senate com- 
plaining of its refusal to act upon his 
Quarantine nominations of March 10 and 
others was written with no little skill, It 
is short, it is temperate in expression, and 
it is perfectly respectful to the Senate, 
though it constitutes a very severe ar- 
raignment of that body. 

The Governor admits the full right of 
the Senate to reject any or all of his 
nominations and to make inquiry as to 
their fitness. But with all due deference 
he suggests that nominations are entitled 
to some sort of consideration — which 
these have not had yet—and that they 
should not be either arbitrarily rejected 
or arbitrarily refused all consideration. 
And then the Governor by process of ex- 
clusion proceeds to make it perfectly 
clear that the motive for the Senate’s in- 
action is one which those responsible for 
it dare not avow and which he cannot 
with propriety name. 

He informs the Senate that the nomi- 
nees are selected from both political par- 
ties; that they were believed ‘to be emi- 
nently qualified for the positions to which 
they were appointed, and no evidence 
to the contrary has been produced; 
finally, the nominations met with 
the general approval of the good 
citizens and the press without regard to 
party. All this being true the Senate can 
urge in excuse for its neglect no motive 
or reason which it would not be disrepu- 
table to avow, and is no less so to 
entertain. It must be silent, while 
everybody knows what its real motives 
have been. Politics, bad, selfish, cor- 
rupt politics, on the one _ hand, 
and timid, hesitating, time-serving 
politics on the other, have prevented 
the confirmation of the nomination of 
Dr. PHELPS to succeed Health Officer 
SmitH, Dr. Jonn H. DovuaLas to succeed 
Quarantine Commissioner THomMas C. 
Piatt, of MarsHALL B. BLAKE to suc- 
ceed Quarantine Commissioner JOHN A. 
NICHOLS, and of CHaRLes S. HIGGINS to 
succeed Quarantine Commissioner DavID 
W. JUDD. 

The Senate is made up of twenty Re- 
publicans and twelve Democrats, Of the 
twenty Republicans seven belong to 
“Tom” Puatr. They are in the Sen- 
ate by his help and to do his bidding, 
and they have shown that they can 
be relied upon to resist any effort 
to remove him from the office he 
disgraces. The other thirteen Repub- 
lican Senators profess to be unfriendly 
to Puatt, and yet they dare not touch 
him. They are afraid to enact any bill 
interfering with the emoluments of his 
corrupt Quarantine ring or curtailing the 
powers and profits of his rag disinfecting 
monopoly. And before the practical propo- 
sition to thrust him and his Health Officer 
out of their places they stand like fright- 
ened sheep, huddled together, not-daring 
to stir or speak. 

What are these thirteen Republican

THE HOLIDAY BILL 


The bill amending the law of this State 
which designates the holidays ‘‘to be ob- 
served in the acceptance and payment of 


bills of exchange, bank checks, and promis- 


sory notes, and relating to the closing of 


public offices,” would, if it went into effect, 
produce an amount of trouble and incon- 
venience which does not seem to have 
been fully realized by its promoters. The 


bill includes in such legal holidays 
“every. Saturday from 1 o'clock in 


the afternoon vntil 128 o’clock at 
midnight,” and provides that all ‘‘such 
bills, checks, and notes otherwise pre- 
sentable for acceptance or payment on 


said days shall be deemed to be payable, 


and be presentable for acceptance or pay- 
ment, on the secular or business day next 
preceding such holiday or Saturday.” In 
case a holiday falls on Sunday it is to be 
observed on Monday, and bills, &c., oth- 


erwise presentable on that day are made 
presentable on the preceding Friday. The 


same would have to be the case when the 
+ holiday fell regularly on Monday, and 
when it fell on Friday there would be no 


day of payment between Thursday and

It is obvious-that this would cause a 





great deal of inconvenience, and might 
cause considerable hardship to the hold- 
ers of bills of exchange, checks, and 
notes, because they could not always be 
presented on Friday, and in that case pay- 
ment might. be postponed: until Monday, 


orevert Tuesday. But.the-chief: objection: 


to the bill is raised by the banks them- 
selves and by the Exchanges which 
are dependent upon them for facili- 
ties. The business of the Exchanges 
would be wholly demoralized on Sat- 
urday if the banks were to close 
at 1 oclock. For the banks them- 
selves a great deal of inconvenience, con- 
fusion, and extra work would be caused. 
If it is the intention to relieve bank clerks 
of work on Saturday afternoon the bill 
would entirely fail of its purpose, for their 
work is not limited to banking hours, and 
if it were increased in amount by this de- 
rangement their burden would be great- 
er instead of less on the weekly half holi- 
day. 

No doubt the main purpose isto enforce 
or at least to promote the general closing 
of business of all kinds on Saturday after- 
noon, but this is hardly a matter to be 
dealt with by legislation, even in this in- 
direct manner. The early-closing move- 
ment is a good one, and there is certainly 
no objection to extending its benefits 
throughout the year instead of limiting 
them tothe Summer months, But this 
should be done, if at all, by general con- 
sent, It may be established as a custom, 
but it can hardly be enforced by law. If 
all business men are deprived of banking 
facilities on Saturday afternoon, when in 
general they need them most, they may 
be subjected to inconvenience; but they 
cannot be prevented from doing business, 
The inconvenience of holding checks and 
notes due on Saturday over till Monday 
or Tuesday will in no way relieve their 
employés or even afford an inducement 
to close on Saturday afternoon. It is not 
well by legislation thus to interfere with 
the course of business. Even if a general 
half holiday were established on Saturday 
as a custom it would still be desirable 
that the facilities for dealing with com- 
mertial paper should be left unaffected. 
It is evident that the practical effect of 
the pending bill has not been sufficiently 
considered. 


KEEP THEM OUT, 


The boycotters arrested yesterday for 
trying to starve out Mrs. LANDGRaP turn 
out to be such recent importations into 
this‘ country that they are unable even 
to speak the language, much less to under- 
stand American institutions. The men who 
rioted in Williamsburg and tried to kill 
policemen there are of thesame stripe. The 
persons engaged in fomenting discord at 
workingmen’s meetings are, almost with- 
out an exception, foreigners who have 
been landed on our shores only a brief 
period. Those who make incendiary 
speeches at the assemblages called to dis- 
cuss labor problems belong to the same 
category. The mobs which have killed 
officers in Chicago, and engaged in riot- 
ing in Milwaukee and elsewhere, are also 
foreigners, many of them unable to speak 
or understand English. 

Judging from the statements these-men 
make in their own behalf, they left 
their native lands to escape oppression and 
to get higher wages for their work. In some 
instances their departure was due to the 
officiousness of the foreign police. Yet 
these men are received here kindly, nay 
even welcomed. They are given an op- 
portunity of earning better wages and of 
living better than they could ever hope 
to do abroad. In requital, they band 
themselves together to counsel and com- 
mit arson, rapine, and murder, and to in- 
dulge in other crimes whose continuance 
would mean the destruction of our free 
Government. It is time to prevent the 
admission of this undesirable class of im- 
migrants, who are evidently as yet un- 
fitted to appreciate or enjoy the blessings 








and the privileges of a free Government 


founded upon and maintained by law. 
The policy of the United States should 
henceforth be to restrict, not to invite, 
immigration. 








THE NEW-YORK POLICE. 

The riots that-have been threatened in 
this city, and that have actually occurred 
in several Western cities, call attention, 
in a very imperative fashion, to the 


means we have at hand for suppressing 
them. Of these the first, of course, is the 


police, The loyalty of the New-York po- 
lice to the cause of public order has 


never been impeached, and it has several 
times been severely tested. The material 
of our police is without doubt as good as 


any inthe world. Thatzit is a perfectly 
trustworthy defense against-riot, sofar as 


it goes, every New- Yorker must be grate- 
fully conscious. 

At the same time every New-Yorker 
who considers the subject must be aware 


that, in point of numbers, it does not go 
far enough. Even for the ordinary uses 


of a police force itis inadequate, and when 
an extraordinary emergency arises its in- 
adequacy becomes more plainly manifest. 


A strike of a few hundred men employed 
upon a single horse car line, and the threat 


of disturbance involved in that strike, 
actually deprived the whole police force 
of the city of necessary rest for days ‘to- 
gether. 


Apart altogether from \the turbulence 
of strikers and the threats of the An- 


archists, the necessity for an increase of 
the police is apparent. According to the 
last report the total number of the force 


is 2,900. Ten years ago the total number 
was 2,500. That is to say, the increase of 


the force instead of keeping pace with 
the increase of population has_ been at 
about half that rate, the increase of 


population in the decade having been 30 
per cent, and the increase of the police 
force about 15. . Considering not-only the 


proportion of ordinary crimes and mis- 
demeanors to the population, but the in- 
creasing likelihood as population grows 
denser of organized uprisings on a large 


scale against the public peace, the in- 


crease should have been at least concur- 
rent and proportional even if the in- 
creased population had been confined 
within the same territorial limits. But, 


in fact, the area of New-York dependent 
upon police protection and entitled to it has 
increased perhaps even faster than the 





population, Both upon the island and 
in the annexed district! what were ten 
years ago. unoccupied and rural spaces 
have been built up and peopled and 
should be patrolled and: watched: with 
the same thoroughness as: the*older parts 
of the city.. Itissimply out of the ques> 
tion that they should be effectually policed 
with the present force. In the districts 
on both sides of the Park, in which the 
greatest building activity of the decade has 
been displayed, and to which the move- 
ment of population has been greatest, the 
force of policemen is so insufficient and 
the beats of the patrolmen so long that it 
is often as much as a patrolman can do to 
make the round of his post once dur- 
ing his tour of duty. The  esti- 
mate of some police officers. that 
the force should be increased to 
5,000 men, or nearly doubled, will strike 
most people as extravagant, though when 
compared with the 11,000 policemen of 
London it will seem lessso. But at any 
rate an immediate addition of 500 men to 
the police force would not be extrava- 
gant,-and an addition of twice that num- 
ber would pay for itself at once in the in- 
creased security and comfort of the in- 
habitants of New-York under ordinary 
conditions, while in an emergency such 
a force would be of incalculable value, 








AMUSEMENTS. 


AMATEURS AT THE LYCEUM. 

“Old Heads and Young Hearts’ was 
performed by amateurs at the Lyceum Theatre 
yesterday afternoon in aia of the Hancock 
fund. There was a large and cordial audi- 
ence. A _ representation by unprofessional 
actors is usually very wearying to the 
habitual theatregoer. If there is any 
artistic merit at all it generally lies so 
far from the surface that the keenest observa- 
tion is needed to discover it, and only tireless 
Vigilance can keep it’ in sight. The general 
effect of a performance by amateurs, however 
intelligent they may be, is rarely satisfying, and 
is often irritating. The reasons for this are ob- 
vious, of course, and they have been expound- 
ed too often to be dwelt upon now. The num- 
ber of amateur actors is constantly increasing; 
in the neighboring town of Brooklyn there are 
a dozen dramatic societies, we believe, the 
members of which tackle the blathk verse 
drama, prose comedy, romantic and sensa- 
tional drama, pastoral-comical, historical-pas- 
toral, scene individable or poem unlimited to 
their own satistaction and the delight of their 
relatives and friends. Some of these people will 
eventually become professional actors. Thoucht- 
less praise of their callow work, therefore, is 
harmful not only to them, but to the stage. It 
is an easy and agreeable task to slap a man 
on the back and tell him he is a smart fel- 
low, but it does not always pay. “Old Heads 
and Young Hearts” is a purely artificial comedy, 
demanding for its representation actors of re- 
markable skill, tact, and experience. Its move- 
ment, when properly acted, is rapid, and a 
sparkling effect should be imparted to every 
scene. The play moved sluggishly yesterday. 
There was an insignificant Jesso Rural, cor- 
rect in bis words, but deficient in humor, 
Pathos, and the genial, sympathetic per- 
sonality the part requires. My Lady Pom- 
pion was a drawling girl of 18 or 20 
years. Littleton Coke—gay, reckless, dashing 
Littleton—watked the stage with the pompous- 
ness of buriesque tragedy. Lord Charles had 
certainly not Jearned the value of repose during 
his tour of the Continent, and Col. Rocket had 
noise without authority, and was aggressive 
without being entertaining. Better work was 
done, as might have been expected, by the rep- 
resentatives of Lady Alice Hawthorne and Tom 
Coke. Miss Elita P. Otis sustained the first men- 
tioned character in a graceful and. charm- 
ing manner. In the two ‘difficult love 
scenes with. Littleton, difficult because 
nothing like them ever happened or ever will 
happen in real life, she would have been more at 
ease if she had been better supported. She made 
a pleasing impression, however, and only lacked 
in aslight dexree that air of good breeding so 
hard for well-bred pereonsto carry with them 
upon thestage to make an entirely satisfactory 
Lady Alice to the eye. All amateurs fail more 
or less in the use of the voice. Mr. W. A. Clarke 
portrayed the north-countryman with note- 
worthy skill, and, incomparison with the gentle- 
men associated with him, was surprisingly effect- 
ive. He suggested the simplicity and earnestness 
of Tom’s nature, and did not put too much stress 
upon his. uncouth manners. A competent pro- 
fessional actor would have been stronger than 
Mr. Clarke, but not more refined. The manage- 


ment of the stagé was incharge of Mr. George 
Becks.

THE WHEAT MOVEMENT, 


ee 
RECEIPTS AT MINNEAPOLIS, ST. PAUL, AND 
DULUTH. 

Sr. Paun, Minn., May 5.—During the past 
week wheat receipts at Minneapolis have been 
exceptionally large, coming in at the rate of 
from 125 to 150 carsa day, and as yet there is no 
sign of a let up. Receipts for the week were 
453,000 bushels, about 90,000 less than for the cor- 
responding week a year ago. Receipts at Du- 
luth have been quite large, and are now falling 


off. The heavy movement has been in 
part the result of the desire by ship- 
pers to get their wheat out of Dakota 
before the Assessor comes around May 1. 
Stocks in store continue to shrink slowly, the 
decrease for a week at Minneapolis and at St. 
Paul being only 189,000 bushels, while the in- 
crease at Duluth was 171,000 bushels. The de- 
crease last year was not more rapid, however, at 
this time, and,in fact, there was a_ steady in- 
crease during the first four weeks in June. Lake 
shipments from Duluth did not thorougbly 
begin last year until about Junel. It is proba- 
ble, however, that the shipping season will open 
there in a few days. Few charters have 
been made as yet, and present indications do 
not point toward a very heavy movement when 
the lake does open. The Output of flour was 
about 100,000 barrels,-against 150,000 the same 
week the year before. Seventeen mills were 
running most of the week, but one ortwo of 
these shut down Saturday night, and the a 
this week will probably be a little less than last 
year. The activity in the flour market began 
during the first week in April and the mills were 
run to their full capacity up to the last of May, 
averaging from 110,000 to 150,000 barrels per 
week. 





Unless there is a very decided change in the 
flour market, both at home and abroad, the 
product during April and May of this year will 
fail 350,000 barrels short of that produced in the 
same time last year. There are now about 150,- 
000 barrels stored at Minneapolis, and 80,000 bar- 
rels in Duluth. against 50,000 barrels at Minneap- 
olis a year ago, and 10,000 barrels at Duluth. The 
foreign trade is very dull. No large export or- 
ders have been received for some time, and the 
domestic trade is of the hand-to-mouth order. 
Prices are about the same as a week ago, and no 
improvement is shown in any grade, 





A SEXTON AND A PRIEST, 


THE CONTROL OF CERTAIN CATHOLIC-CEME- 
TERIES DECIDED IN COURT. 


New-OrRLEANS, May 5.—A suit involving 
the control of the Roman Catholic cemeteries on 
Metarie Ridge was decided to-day by Judge 
Rightor, in the Civil Court, It bas involved a 
great deal of scandal and on one or two oc- 
casions almost a resort to violence. The his- 


tory of the case is as follows: Some time 
ago, Mgr. Allen, Pastor of St. Patrick’s Church, 
sought to remove Healey from the sextonship 
of the St. Patrick’s cemetries. Healey applied 
to the Civil District Court and obtained an in- 
junction from Judge Tissot restraining Mgr. 
Allen from interfering with him. Soon after- 
ward Archbishop Leray called a meet- 
ing of the lot owners of the cemeteries 
and appbointea a committee of clergymen 
and laymen for the purpose of forming a cor- 
poration to tuke charge of them and to elect a 
sexton. Ata meeting of the committee Luke 
Dillon was selected as the sexton. Dillon ap- 
plied to Healey, with his commiasion, stating 
that he had been selected to replace him. Healey 
then applied for an injunction restraining Dillon 
from interfering with him, claiming that he haa 
paid Mgr. Allen $2,000 for the sextonship fur 25 
years. Archbishop Leray intervened, claiming 
that Mer. Allen bad no right to give Healey such 
a privilege, as no priest had the right to lease, 
mortgage, or sell church property without the 
consent of the Archbishop, Judge Rightor’s 
decision was in favor of the defendant. He took 
occasion therein to give Allen an unmercitul 
scoring for his action in farming out the graves 
of the dead, and declared his opinion that Allen 
was not to be believed on oath. 





THE NORTHWESTERN CAR COMPANY 
St. Paut, Minn., May 5.—In the District 


Court of Washington County this morning 
Judge McClure filed his decision on points raised 
in the contest over the claims for $500,000 special 
preferrea stock made by Seymour, Sabin & Co. 
against the Northwestern Car Company, of 


Stillwater. Judge Pinney, representing H. H. 
Porter, of Chicago, demurred to the pleadings 


on the ground that they do not state sufficient 
facts. and that the preferred stock was issued 
contrary to aw, apd hence was void and 
not a legal indebtedness against the com- 
pany. Judge Flandreau, for the Minne- 
sota Thrasher Company, had also made

It has been repeatedly shown in these columns 
that rags from healtay ports do not need disin- 
fection; that rags from infected ports should 
not be admitted even for disinfection, and that 
Af rags arriving needed disinfecting it would ba 
worse than useless to submit them to Bartlett's 
process, as that process is utteriy worthless. 

ly in March a shipment of 449 bales of rags 
consigned to Luzzatto & Co., of this city, arrived 
here from Trieste on the steamship R. F. Mat- 
thews. These rags had been disintected in 
Trieste, and they were accompanied by a certifi- 
cate to that effect from the United States Con- 
sul at that port. Dr. Smith refused to admit 
these rags,and in answer to a remonstrance 
from Luzzatto & Co. addressed them the follow- 
ing letter: t-

In the absence of such certifi- 
cate the rags must be ae before landing for

There is no United States inspector of rags at 
Trieste, and there never was one. These facts 
Health Officer Smith, in ali probability, knew 
perfectly well when he penned the above letter, 
A circular was sent out by the State Department 
so long ago as June 10, 1885, revoking the 
authority to Consuls to ‘appoint inspect- 
ors, and although appointments previously 
made were not revoked by it subsequent ap- 
pointments have been prevented. Hence, as no 
appointment bad been made at Trieste be- 
fore the issuance of the circuiar, there has 
been no way of making an appointment 
since. Health Officer Smith cannot be ignorant 
of this state of affairs,and consequently it is 
sheer subterfuge for him to say that “ragsfrom 
Triest must have certificate of disinfection of 
the United States Inspector appointed by or by 
direction of Treasury Department.” 

In the other case referred to Health Officer 
Smith takes an almost diametrically opposite 
position. De Castro & Co., of this city, received 
not long ago a consignment of 110 bales of rags 
by the bark Alfredo, from Genoa. The rays 
were disinfected. at Genoa, and a certiticate 
to that effect from tho Inspector at that 
place, indorsed by the United States -Consul, 
accompanied them. The Inspector, however, 
Omitted to set forth in his certificate that he 
was appointed by authority of the United Statea 
Government. On this technicality Health 
Oticer Smith ordered the rags to besent to 
Bartlett for disinfection. Nor was thisall. At 
first he ordered the vessel to be quarantined 
because she had the rags on board, but after 
she had been detained five days he allowed her 
tocome up tothe city. Manifestly, if it was nec- 
essary to quarantine the bark at all on ac- 
count of the rags it was improper—-nay more, 
it was the height of imprudence—to allow 
her tocome up to the city at the end of five 
days. Health Officer Smith. therefore. by re- 
leasing her after so short a detentiou virtually 
confessed that there was no necessity for her de- 
tention at all. 

1f an American vessel were subjected to such. 
detention at a foreign port it would no doubt’ 
be regarded as an effort on the part of the offi- 
cers of that port to coerce the owners of the 
vessel and. cargo into compliance with objections 
able terms. 





OBITUARY. 


GEN. GABRIEL R. PAUL. 

Brig.-Gen. Gabriel R. Paul, (retired) 
United ftates Army, died of paralysis at his 
home in Washington yesterday morning. Gen. 
Paul was born in Missouri in 1811, and at the age 
“of 18 years entered the Military Academy at 
West Point, from which he was graduated 
eighteenth in his class in 1834. During the firss 


few years of his lifeas a soldier he served on 
frontier duty. in the Indian Territory 
and in Florida. He entered the Mexican 
war as a Captain the Seventh In- 
fantry, and for gallant services in the 
battle of Chapultepec was brevetted Major. He 
foughtina number of battles in the Mexican 
war, and at its close served, in the Southwest, in 
campaigns against the Indians. In December, 
1861, he became Colonel of the Fourth New- 
Mexico Volunteers and was placed in command 
of Fort Union, New-Mexico. During the Sum- 
mer of 1862 he was in command of the Southern 
Military District of New-Mexico, and in Decem- 
ber, 1862, he was engaged as Brigadier-General 
in the Rappabannock campaign. He fought in 
the battles of Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
and Gettysburg. He lost the sight of both eyes by 
a rifle ball wound at Gettysburg,and was disabled 
trom July 1, 1863, to Feb. 16, 1865, when he be- 
came Deputy Governor of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Washington. He was retired from active service 
on Feb. 16, 1865, for disability, and was brevetted 
Brigadier-General of the United States Army 
for gallant and meritorious services at the battle 
of Gettysburg. He had charge of the Military 
Asyium at Harrodsburg, Ky.. from June 13, 1865, 
to Dec. 80, 1866, when he was mustered out of the 
volunteer service. Gen. Pau! was presented in 
1848 by the citizens of St. Louis with a sword for 
his servicesin Mexico, and in November, 1863, the 
Twenty-Ninth New-Jersey Volunteers gave him 
a jeweled sword in token of bis gallant services 
in the war of the rebellion.

Dr. Hiester H. Muhlenberg, of Reading, 

Penn., died yesterday at the age of 75 years. He 


studied medicine with Naval Surgeon Thomas 
Harris and graduated from Dickinson College 
afterward. Atthe panic of 1837 he was Called 
upon to take charge of the Farmers’ Bank, was 
elected its Cashier, and servedin that capacity 
from that time to January last. Dr. Muhlenberg 
was a lineal descendant of Peter Muhlenberg, 
the patriot preacher of the Revolution.

A CONFIDENTIAL CLERK’S DEFICIT.

THE HOME RULE CONTEST 


WHIGS AND TORIES ACTIVELY 
WORKING FOR VICTORY. 

& GREAT LIBERAL MEETING AT WHICH MR. 

CHAMBERLAIN IS REBUFFED — TORY 

ORATORS DENOUNCE MR, GLADSTONE. 


Loxpoy, May 5.—The meeting of the 
Council of the National Liberal Federation of 
Great Britain to-day was crowded by delegates 
from the different local caucuses and party 
members of the House of Commons. It was 
perceived by the majority of those present that 
the party was falling well into line on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy, and the enthusiasm became up- 
roarious. The principal resolution offered de- 
clared that a permanent settlement of the 
Irish question should be attempted on the basis 
of giving the Irish people control of their 
domestic affairs, and recognized the Goverment 
bill at present before Parliament as a foundation 
forsuch a settlement. The resolution also ex- 
pressed confidence in Mr. Gladstone, but re- 
guested him to accept such amendments to his 
bill as wouid enable the Liberals to agree to the 
measure. This resolution was evidently a feeler 
on the part of Mr. Chamberlain’s friends in the 
council to find out what strength be had in the 
meeting. As introduced the resolution received 
only 25 votes. The announcement of the result 
was received with cheers, being instantly ac- 
cepted as a decisive victory for the followers 
of Mr. Gladstone over his most formidable 
opponent. An amendment was next offered de- 
claring that the time had arrived for a per- 
manent settlement of the Irish question, thank- 

ng Mr. Gladstone for the introduction of his 

ill as a basis of settlement, and expressing un- 
ibated confidence in the Government. This was 
parried as a substitute for the original resolution 
without opposition and amid wild enthusiasm. 
The amendments to the Home Rule bill sug- 
gested in the original resolution embraced pro- 
visions retaining the Irish members at West- 

inster, insuring the authority of the Imperial 

arliament and insuring tbe principle that tax- 
ition and representation go together. Six hun- 
dred delegates were present at the meeting. 

It is reported in the city to-day that a com- 
plete reunion of the Liberal Party is now being 
arranged by the leaders of the different factions, 
and that the basis of agreement is to be the 
fropping of the Land Purchase bill and the 
amendment of the Home Rule measure £0 &s to 
include the retention of Irish representatives at 
Westminster. lt is even stated that Mr, Glad- 
stone and Mr. Chamberlain are negotiating on 
the basis of such an agreement. 

The attempt to open negotiations between Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Chamberlain has failed, Mr. 
Gladstone learning that Mr. Chamberlain would 
pecept no guarantees for an agreement except a 
draft of amendments to tbe Irish bills, Tne 

vertures were made to Mr. Gladstone indirect- 
Fr and Mr. Chamberlain now denies that he au- 

orized them. 

The fund of the Liberal Anti-disunion Com- 
mittee now amounts to £50.000 and promises to 
reach ten times that sum. Herbert Spencer, 
Prof. Huxley, and Prof, Tyndall have joined the 

ommittee. The committee has issued a circu- 
- warping Liberals through the country from 
trusting the Central Liberal Association because 
It is under Government control. 

The Duke of Norfolk presided at the Conserva- 
tive mass meeting assemb!ed this evening in St. 
James’s Hall to protest against the home rule 

olicy of Mr. Gladstone. The attendance was 
arge. In his address the Duke declared that the 
result of the adoption of the policy would be 
revolution. He admitted that Ireland had in the 
past been misgoverned by England, but con- 
tended that to-day the position of the Irish 
peasant was the best enjoyed by his class any- 
where in the world. 

Viscount Cranbrook branded the Premier's 
statement that his measure did not mean repeal 
of the union an act of imposture, and added that 
Mr. Gladstone, who once described Mr. Parnell 
es marching through rapine to dismemberment, 
was now himself engaged in doing his utmost to 
urge the country to dismember the empire. 

Baron Bramwell, once a prominent member of 
the Liberal Party, was introduced to the au- 
dience as a man whose conscience would not 

ermit him to support the Liberal Premier in 

is present undertaking. The Baron was received 
with much applause. Hesaid he bad been a Lib- 
eralall hislife. Since 1828 he had supported Lib- 
eral men and measures only. Continuing, he said 
Mc Gladstone taunted bim and men like him with 
being seceders from the Liberal Party, but the 
speaker was an older Liberal than the Premier 
was, and would tell him that the taunt was not 
well based, and that Gladstone himself was the 
real seceder from Liberalism. because he had 
naopted the home rule idea, not for the reason 
that it comported with his party principles, but 
simply because he found its adoption necessary 
as an expedient to secure the Irish votein Par- 
liament to support his Government. 

Sir Michae! Hicks-Beach and Viscount Cran- 
brook were appointed by the meeting as a 
special committee to present to Parliament a 
petition against granting home rule to Ireland. 
Their appointment was received by the audi- 
ence with loud applause. The meeting unani- 
mously adopted resolutions denouncing in 
strong terms the policy of Irish homerule as 
fatal to the integrity of the empire, and calling 
upon all loyal subjects of the Queen to co-oper- 
ute for the defeat of the measure. 

Mr. Trevelyan addressed the electors of Ha- 
wick to-day, He denounced chiefiy the Land 
Purchase bi!!, by which, he said, 20 Irish landlords 
woula receive £500,000 each, and 300 landlords 
would receive £40,000,000 betweenthem. Hesaid 
he would gladly support the Home Rule bill if it 
were altered so as to prevent the danger of 
complete separation and keep such a hold on 
Ireland as would justify the abandonment of 
the Land Purchase bill. 

Ata Loyalist meeting held at Preston to-day 
kn letter was read from the Earl of Derby. In it 
he says that the present Parliament does not 
possess any moral right to decide the Irish 
guestion. The right to settle that question, 
he says, belongs only to the electors, whose opin- 
ion on the subject has not yet been asked. If 
they decide in favor of granting home rule to 
Ireland, nothing more can be said. He adds that 
he bas not abandoned hope that the rulers will

Mr. Walter Hume Long, Conservative, mem-

ANARCHY IN BURMAH. 
Lowpon, May 5.—The news from Burmah 
to-aay is very sensational and shows that the 
natives, with the assistance of the Dacoits, have, 
temporarily at least, got the better of the Brit- 
ish army of occupation. One dispatch states 
that the insurgents have got possession of Man- 
daiay and have destroyed by fire no less than 
4,000 houses. Among the buildings burned were 
the Chinese and Siamese bazaars. The hostility 
of the natives who remain loyal to the dethroned 
King, Theebaw, to the Chinese is intense, because 
of China's openly avowed indorsement of Great 
Britain’s seizure of Burmah. The officers com- 
manding the Rritish forces telegraphed to Lord 
Dufferin, the Viceroy, that they are powerless to 
prevent the rebellious rioting of the natives, and 
bave urgently asked for reinforcements.

A PLEASANT GATHERING IN 
CUT CAPITOL. 
HARTFORD, Conn., May 5.—A fair esti- 
mate places the number of members and ex- 
members attending the legislative reunion in 
this city to-day at about 2,000. These, with their 
families and friends, made an assemblage of not 
less than 5,000 visitors. The Capitol building, 
after the arrival of the morning trains, was 
crowded with people, and the grounds surround- 
ing were thronged.

The weather was favorable 
up to about 3 o’clock, whena sharp rainstorm 
occurred, but at this time the formal exercises 
were taking place in the Representatives’ Hall.

E. Burr, its President, and addresses by Lieut.- 
Gov. Cooke on “The Senate,” and Speaker 
Tibbitts on the “House.” There were present 
seven ex-Governors—Alexander H. Holley, of 
Salisbury; William T. Miner, Stamford: Joseph 
R. Hawley, Hartford; James E. English, Charles 
R. Ingersoll, and H. B. Bigelow, of New-Haven, 
and Charles B. Andrews, of Litchfield. Two 
others are living—Chauncey F. Cleveland, of 
Hampton, detained at home by enteebled age, 
aod Thomas M. Waller, Consul-General at Lon- 
don. The oldest Senator is Charies J. McCurdy, 
of Lyme, member in 1832, and the oldest Repre- 
sentative is Israel Coe, of Waterbury, member in 
1824.

END OF THE STRIKE IN THE MARVIN SAFE 


WORKS—NOTRS FROM OTHER TRADES. 


The strike of the Marvin Safe Company’s 
employes was ended yesterday by a compromise. 
The firm has consented to a reduction of the 
hours of labor to nine hours on five days of the 
week and eight on Saturday. There will be no 
increase of wages, however, except in the case 
of 17 men inthe ironworking department, who 
will receive an advance of $1 a week. The 
Position of the company was stated in the fol- 
lowing circular letter: .

To Our Patrons: 

The Central Labor Union have virtually assumed 
that our striking employes may return to work only 
after an agreement by us to pay the union rates, to em- 
ploy none but union men, to discharge no employe 
except for a cause deemed sufficient by the c.m- 


mittee of said union, and that our works ahail here- 
after be known as a union shop. We feel justified 


in contending for the principle that our busi- | 


ness is between our employes and _ ourselves, 
and so long as they decline our urgent. request 
to present their grievances to and treat directly with 
us, we feel impelled t, maintain our present position. 
The strike was undoubtedly ordered at this, the busi- 
est, senson of the year with the view of crippling our 
resources, and while we have sustained a serious loss 
and inconvenience, we are encouraged by the many ex- 
ressions of sympathy which we are daily receiving.

The largest piano manufacturing firms in the 
city still refuse to reduce working time to eight 
hours, and two of them—the steinways and 
Weber—have made definitive arrangements 
with their men to continue working on the 10- 
hour system. William Steinway said yesterday 
that bis men had refused to follow the dictation 
of workmen in other factories where strikes 
had occurred, and had resolved to continue 
working under the old system. When Weber's 
men went to the shops yesterday morning they 
were met by alarge number of strikers from oth- 
er shops, who tried to persuade them to strike. 
The varnisbers and milland machine men paid 
no attention and went to work. The others 
went away and helda meeting, and about noon 
they appointed a committee, who called on Mr. 
Weber and demanded the adoption of the cigbt- 
hour rule. When asked how many at the meet- 
ing bad voted for eight hours, the committee- 
men replied that the vote had been carried by a 
smali majority. ‘“*Then the number of men 
who are now working in the factory and are in 
favor of 10 hours, added to those who voted at 
the meeting for 10 hours, make a large majceiy 
in favor of the old system,” replied Mr. Weber, 
and he added that he could not accede to their 
demand. The committee withdrew. and at 10 
o’clock all those who had attended the meeting 
went back to work. William E. Wheelock & Co. 
say they have not reduced working time to eight 
hours in their piano manufactory. 

The Executive Committee of the Fur Manu- 
facturers’ Association met yesterday at the 
office of Harris & Russak. It was said that there 
were 72 manufacturers in the association, and 
that not one had left if. The members ong 
that the wages in their shops varied from $1 
to $20 per week. The Executive Committee of 
the striking furriers met at No. 385 Bowery, and 
the place was crowded with strikers all day. 
Very few reports were received, but the men 
seemed determined to stand out for the eight- 
hourrule. They denied the statements of the 
manufacturers regarding wages, and defied 
them to produce their books, which they de- 
clared woula show that the workmen earned 
only from $8 to $10 per week. A few cutters got 
$22 per week, but they worked only about 51x 
months in the year. 

Four more firms conceded the demands of the 
United Varnishers, both as to higher wages and 
shorter hours, yesterday. Pulvermacher Broth- 
ers, and Theodore Buddin, both house-contract- 
ing firms, agreed to pay their varnishers $3 a day 
for nine hours’ work, and eight on Saturday. 
Michael Rose and Grossman Brothers, furniture 
manufacturers, agreed to pay varnishers en- 
gaged on cabinetwork $2 50 a day for nine hours’ 
work, and eight on Saturday. 

The Executive Committee of the Pattern- 
makers’ Association reported last night that 
establishments employing over one-half the 
men in the trade have acceded to their demands 
tor shorter hours, and now only two large 

one in Brooklyn and one in New- 

still hold. out. Conferences with 
the still unyielding firms show that most 
are willing to come to terms if all will. 
The Atlantic and the Pioneer Iron Works gave 
in yesterduy, and when the Delamater Works 
discharged one man, all the rest quit work. The 
firms that have granted all demands are the 
Pioneer Iron works, R. Hoe & Co., and the Jack- 
son Iron Works, of New-York; Kelly & Jones, 
McWilliams & Brown, and Theodore Smith & 
Brother, of Jersey City. 

The Boss Carriage and Wagonmakers’ Asso- 
ciation met last evening at the Cooper Institute, 
and perfected their organization by electing 
John L. Kipp President, and Oscar Shadbolt 
Secretary. They resolved not to grant the de- 
mands of the men for eight hours, but 
to continue the ten-hour system. A mo- 
tion to compromise on nine hours was lost, 
and three men who had conceded the eight-hour 
schedule escaped expulsion hy promising to in- 
sist on ten hours to-day. The Carriagemakers’ 
Union met at Rose Hill Hall, in Second-avenue, 
and decided to stay out. These employers were 
reported as having shortened working time to 
eight hours: Taylor & Schwarz, of Astoria; 
William Tauscher, of First-avenue, near Forty- 
first-street, and William Tassler, of No. 559 West 
Forty-seventh-st. 

Yorty of the Newark boss carpenters have ac- 
ceded to the demands of their men fora day of 
nine hours. 

In Jersey City 253 ironworkers are out, de- 
manuding ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ work. 
The bosses have offered nine hours’ pay for nine 
hours’ work, but the offer has been declined.

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THE STRIKE DECLARED OFF ON 
THE THIRD-AVENUE ROAD. 
A COMPLETE SURRENDER TO THE COM- 
PANY WHICH THE STRIKERS REFUSE 
TO INDORSE AND DECLINE TO OBEY. 
The Third-avenue strike of 20 days was 


settled last night in a complete victory for the 
compahy. 

After conferences lasting all day the Execu- 
tive Board of the Empire Protective Associ- 
ation, representing the strikers, Lawyer Edward 
Lauterbach for the company, and Park Com- 
missioner Crimmins and Francis A. Clark, 
voluntary mediators, met at the Astor House at 
9 o’clock in the evening and affixed their signa- 
tures to an agreement which ignored the sub- 
ject of grievances and ratified almost in terms 
the proposition made by the company at the 
hearing before the Railroad Commissioners at 
the beginning of the strike. Hereis the agree- 
ment: 

The Third-Avenue Railroad Company will do the 
following: 

1. All conductors and drivers of the company 
who were tn its employ on the 15th of April last may, 
without any demonstration, within three days, 
if they desire so to do, report to 
the Superintendent of the company for 
service atthe hour they were accustomed to report. 
The Superintendent will, as the men report, in his dis- 
cretion, restore them to their former position, 
or, already filled. to some other po- 
sition, or place them on the extra list 
or upon the registry, or inform the applicant that 
there is no prospect of his re-employment. 

2. No one shal! be refused re-employment by reason 
of his being a member of the Knights of Labor or any 
other organization. 

3. Those who have left the employment of the com- 
panyand do not return may,if they desire, tender 
their resignations to,the company, which will be form- 
ally accepted 

he superintendent needs and will employ from 
among those who will report for regular service at 
least 150 drivers and 150 conductors, aod will place on 
the extra list at least 135 drivers and 135 conductors, 
the number now required. 

5. Vacancies that may arise from time to time will 
be filled by the Superintendent in preference from 
among those former employes whose names shall ap- 
peur on the extra list or registry. 

6. Thecompany and its Directors will endeavor, as 
far as possible, to procure employment elsewhere for 
those who may not be promptly put upon the road. 

7. Places on the Grand Central Depot Line not hav- 
ing been filled by new employes will be filled by the 
Superintendent from among all the former drivers 
and conductors.

To let the men drop on the soft side of the 
board it may be observed that the company did 
recognize in the settlement the Empire 
Protective Association, after having de- 
clared that it would deal only with 
the men who had quit work. Beyond 


that trifie,every material point of the ayree- 
ment is only a reflex and reproduction of what 
the officers of the company have all along 
said would be the sole basis of settlement 
and is precisely what the Executive Board per- 
sistently fought until yesterday. Virtually the 
company agrees to take back about 600 men, who 
must make individual application to the Super- 
intendent. There will be no return ina body, 
except as the men may stampede to get first 
Places on the list. 

On Tuesday night, when Park Commissioner 
Crimmins and the self-constituted Citizens’ 
Committee of Third-avenue property holders 
went to the roomsof the strikers with a proposi- 
tion from the company identical with that signed 
last nigh t the Executive Board said rightly that 
there was nothing in the proposition that they 
had not heard and rejected before; and as they 
thought they were getting the best of the con- 
test, they could see Jess reason than ever for ac- 
cepting it at this late day. 

yith the dawn of yesterday an element of 
news was infused into this attempt at concilia- 
tion by a half promise from Mr. Crimmins that 
he could give employment possibly to 150 men 
while that number might be waiting to return 
to the compaay; also, that Commissioner Cole- 
man might provide some of them with 
means of a livelihood; that Francis A. Clark 
the contractor who went bail for the indicte 
Executive Board, would take others who might 
have to wait, and that through other sources 
employment could probably be found for 
such of the remainder as found themselves 
idle. This offer, while not unappreciated by 
the minority of the Executive Board yesterday, 
was nevertheless rexarded by them as a way out 
of the trouble by which the strikers would play 
into the hands of the company by lifting the 
boycott and manning thecars, while there would 
be no corresponding advantage on their side. 

As late as 10 o'clock last night, an hour after 
the agreement was signed, the member of the 
Executive Board who bas been lately giving out 
the news from the standpoint of the strikers, 
denounced the proposition, saying: ** The strike 
can’t be settled on that basis, especially 
as we are making on the company every day. 
Every man protests against it, knowing that 
the extra list means about one day’s work in 
two weeks. Such an agreement would put the 
company on its feet at once. We stand by 
our original demand, and_ believe we 
can beat the company.” At the time this 
bold declaration was made news of the 
settlement had not reached the strikers. The 
signers to the agreement had not only kept 
away from the men all day, but were so elusive 
that only an occasional telegram could reach 
them. Messengers sent atter them returned 
to headquarters as ignorant of their whereabouts 
as when they started out. Even tbeir counsel, 
ex-Senator Ecclesine, spent the evening ina 
fruitiess chase after them and went home dis- 
gusted. He wanted to talk with them about his 
visit to Albany and to advise on the subject of 
further conferences looking to an adjustment. 

Whether the mystery attending the move- 
ments of the Empire signers eignified anything 
or not, the outward circumstaitices of the settle- 
ment were noted. After leaving the Astor House 
the board took one route and Mr. Lauterbach 
another to reach his house, at No. 737 Madison- 
avenue. Mr. Lauterbach, arriving before them, 
staid in his house but a moment and then 
stepped into Henry Hart’s house, next door. 
The board reached his house while he was with 
Mr. Hart. There was no explanation of 
their visit, as they had already signed the 
agreement. Mr. Lauterbach joined them ina 
few minutes. Immediately afterward a bright 
light appeared in the second story at Mr. Lau- 
terbach’s. Whetherfthe men went up there, 
singly,;to wash their hands after the hard day’s 
work could not be seen from the outside, 
but after about as long a time as it would have 
taken them to do s0 they emerged and went to 
their own quarters, reaching there for the first 
time in the day at about 11 o'clock P. M. 

“Jt will be noticed,” Mr. Lauterbach said 
afterward, referring to the agreement, ‘that 
the question asto re-employment rests entirely 
with the Superintendent. This proposition is 
essentially what I offered on the first day of 
the strike. The men have only themselves to 
chide because there are not more places. ‘They 
sent their committee to the Railroad Commis- 
sioners and insisted that we should run the road, 
The Commissioners said we must do it or run the 
risk of losing Our charter. Naturally we made 
every effort to do it. We had to prom- 
ise new hands protection and steady work 
to such as were competent. Men came to us 
under that promise. Such as are satisfactory 
we shall keep, and, as we have not been at any 
time unfriendly toward our old employes, we 
will do what we can toward getting situations 
for such as we cannot employ regularly. We 
impose no condition on the men in taking them 


back. 

**In the best faith we shall try to adjust the 
changed situations in regard to our new and old 
employes. Weare glad to have the old ones 
back. Self-interest makes us s0, ag well as a 
fondness for many of them growing out of long 
associations. We regard this settlement as having 
demonstrated that in the future strikes on our 
road wijl not be planned without deliberation; 
that there will be a thorough understanding of 
points of differences and every effort to adjust 
them, and that until adjustment shall seem im- 
possible a strike will not be ordered. I ought to 
say thatthe men deserve great credit for their 
good conduct during the strike.” 

The strike was costly. lt threw upon the 
company expenses of an unusual character. 
Nearly al! the new men were fed and lodged at 
the stables. Many of them came from a distance, 
their railroad fares being paid by the company. 
A weal each day was given tothe extra police 
on duty at the stables and on the cars. A Di- 
rector yesterday estimated the company’s 1oss for 
the 20 days at $150,000. The usual expenses, when 
everything is in working order, are $5,000 
a day against $7,000 receipts. Expenses were 
much increased and receipts woefully depleted. 


during the strike. 

The strikers had to maintain 1.226 men. 
They pretended to pay each man _ $10 
per week. Whether the strikers 
were paid at that rate or not, they had to pay it 
to men whom they alienated from the company. 
Many such men were sent back to their 
homes, the strikers paying their railroad 
fares. AS near as can estimated, 
the strike on the strikers’ side cost $50,000. No 
one knows how much business was di- 
verted from Third-avenue and the Bow- 
ery by the strike. The formation of a citizens’ 
committee among persons so affected, and 
the urgency with which the committee pleaded 
for a settlement as the only indication in this re- 
spect. It is probably safe to put the total 
loss by the strike at $250,000. his net 
result is the sinking out of sight of the griev- 
ances on which the strike was ordered and an 
agreement by the strikers’ board by which the 
men are ordered to go back to work with 700 
non-union men instead of the 7to whom orig- 
ina! objection was made.

Secretary, Superintendent. and Henry Hart 
were at work at 1 o’clock this morning. They 
were making out lists of the men who should be 
taken back at once. It was understood that 300 
men would be taken back this mogning. The 
Italians who had been employed temporarily as 
stable bands were to go. The policemen were 
al! shaking hands, and were heartily glad the 
strike was over. 

Inspector Steers had gone home when word 
came that there was a disagreement among the 
men and that the provisions of the company 
had not been ratified. It was reported that the 
strikers were angry at the surrender and had re- 
fused to obey the order to return to work. 

After the azreement had been signed the three 
committeemen who had signed it went up to 
Eighty-sixth-street to get the full board to 
fay the had done well. This the full 
board refused to do, and one whose signature is 
not upon the agreement cursed one of the men 
who signed it, and advised that he go home aod 
cease any further efforts at Jeadership. ‘Tha 
men in the streets swore, and some of them 
talked loudly of not going back to work. 

The meeting of the Executive Board ended at 
1:15 A. M., after a rancorous and stormy ses- 
sion. No vote was taken upon ratification of 
the agreement. The matter will be submitted 
toafull meeting of the men at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow, after which the question will go to the 
21 subassociations of the Empire Association, 
representing the 18,000 men of the association. 

One ot the Executive Board last night said he 
believed the present complications would dis- 
rupt the association, make the men suspicious 
ot their leaders, and uxly of disposition. 





THE WOMEN TAKE A HAND, 


MRS. LANDGRAF TERRORIZED BY BOHE- 
MIANS——-BAKERS UNDER ARREST. 

Almost a riot took place at Mrs. Land- 
graf’s bakery at No. 157 Second-street last even- 
ing. Shortly after 7 o’clock, when the day's 
work was about: ended, four infuriated Bohe- 
mian. women burst into the shop. They 
were followed by a crowd of sym- 
pathizers, and the street in front ot the 
shop was speedily blockaded with Bohemi- 
ans, men and women, all cursing and 
threatening the owner. Mrs. Landgraf was ter- 
rified almost out of her senses. The four lead- 
ers each carried a baby, and they proclaimed 
themseives to be the wives of boycotters who 
have been arrested and: are in jail. They de- 
manded that Mrs. Landgraf should pay the fines 
of all of them, and with great abuse declared 
they would destroy her and the shop. This 
kept on until nearly 8 o’clock, the 
neighborhood meanwhile becomin more 
and more disturbed. Then Mrs. andgraf 
managed to slip out and reach the 
nearest police station, and six big policemen 
were immediately sent to the scene of the up- 
roar. They drove back the crowd, but had 
great difficultv in getting the four women away! 
One woman threatened a policeman and then 
said: ‘* Arrest me. My husband isin jail and I 
want to be with him.”” Thenshe ran away. The 
police made no arrests, but warned the people 
that the next time they would not let them off 
80 easily. 

Immediately after this Mra. Landgraf, who is 
atimid woman, was prostrated by a rush of 
blood to the head. There is no abatement in the 
feeling against her. She says that the Bohemians 
are as bitter as ever in the boycott. 
Not one of the 22 grocery stores, the 
trade of which ranged from $40 to $140 monthly, 
has returned its patronage. The storekeepers all 
say they like her bread, but they are afraid of 
their customers. Yesterday she took in $3 over 
the counterin place of the former $20. The 
people in tbe vicinity are unwilling or afraid to 
enter her shop. Outside contributions for the 
charitable distribution cf bread were large 
yesterday, but they did not encourage 
Mrs. Landgraf when she found her shelves 
at evening still stocked The German Ba- 
ker Bosses’ Union sent her a check through 
Konrad Klein, for $150, of which $5 was to be 
given to each of her three faithful bakers. An 
unsigned letter, ina feminine hand, read: ** Do 
not lose courage,” and contained a twenty-dol- 
lar note. Mr. Romer,a furniture dealer, sent 
$l,and “C. W. F.M.” sent $1 through THE 
TIMES for bread to be given to poor children. 

Séventeen bakers found themsclves in the 
District Attorney’s office yesterday. They 
had been arrested in the morning at their homes 
upon indictments charging them with con- 
epiracy and coercion in making lifea burden to 
Mrs. Landgraft. They were Paul Kostler, of No. 
222 Second-street; Moritz Pollak, No. 222 Sec- 
ond-street; Frederick Berrisek, No. 56 Fourth- 
street; John Stastig, No. 8% Columbia- 
street; Alois Herrman, No. 29 Avenue C; 
John Bugelofsky, No. 43 Second-street; 
John Sintzth, No. 190 East Third-street; Mark 
Kosler, No. 607 East Ninth-street; Richard A. 
Senzek, No. 19 East Third-street; Frederick 
Arnold, No. 187 East Third-street; Frederick Un- 
da.

States Circuit Court here to-day Judge Hallett, 
at the instance of the holders of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Denver and Rio Grande Rail- 
way, entered a final decree for the tore- 
closure and sale of that road on July 12. This 
insured immediate reorganization under the 
Croppell plan. The new securities will be issued 
as soon as the sale is confirmed by the court, 
when the road will pass intothe hands of the 
new organization.

THE TALK OF WASHINGTON 


A REMARKABLE BILL BY A PENN- 
SYLVANIA MEMBER. 


O’NEILL’s ‘‘ WHEREWITHAL SYSTEM” 
OF EDUCATION—THE INTER-STATE COM- 
MERCE BILL MATERIALLY MODIFIED. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Senator Blair, of 


New-Hampshire, and Representative Lawler, of 
Illinois, can no longer reserve exclusively for 
themselves the honor of introducing the meas- 
ures of the broadest philanthropy to the atten- 
tion of the American Congress. The Hon. 
Charles O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, proposes to 
share with them in their benevolent work. Mr. 
O’Neill has offered in the House of Representa- 
tives a measure which he calis “a bill to 
authorize the adoption of the new educational 
system,” the nature of which is left to 
conjecture, the only hinton the subject to be 
foundinthe bill being in the fifteenth line, 
where the words “.wherewithal system” occur. 
There are only two sentences in the bill, The 
first sentence is, however, long enough to con- 
tain ample evidence of the spirit of pure patri- 
otism and wide philanthrophy which animated 
Mr. O'Neill when he drew up the measure. Its 
proposition is to enact the following lancuage: 

Thatthe betterto insure the property and to more 
fully follow out the inspired preamble of our Consti- 
tution toformamore perfect Union, to insure do- 
mestic tranguillity; to promote the health, prosperity, 
and happiness of our citizens, both present and pro- 
spective, ana the better to establish justice anda im- 
mediately thereby to overcome all obstacles of 
pride, of self-opinion, prejudice, tradition, and other 
barriers to progress in the useful arts, science, and 
education, in moral, physical, and intellectual wel- 
fare; and further, by such adoption to enhance the 
public weal by more natural and exalted views of cit- 
izenship in its relations to government, political, 
social, and economic, and for the greater good to the 
greater number, the * wherewithal system” be and the 
same is hereby adopted. 

The second sentence shows that Mr. O’Neill’s 
Pphilantoropy extends to individuals as well as 
to the whole country. It provides that the 
author, designer,and owner of the * wherewithal 
system,” shall receive a compensation from the 

nited States Government commensurate with 
the beneficence of the Government, and the 
important results that are to follow any 
adoption of the arts and appliances of peace; 
such compensation to be taken from the con- 
templated appropriation for-the bill [Blair Edu- 
cational] now pending, or in such case made or 
to be made and provided. Mr. O'Neiil’s bill has 
been turned overto the Committee on Educa- 
tion, and the report of that body will be looked 
for with great interest by those who are curious 
to know what the *“‘ wherewithal system” is and 
how much its ‘‘author, designer, and owner’ 
ought to be paid for 1t * commensurate with the 
beneficence of the Govern ment."”

The discussion of the. Inter-State Commerce 
bill, which has been going on for several days in 
the Senate, resulted to-day in a material modifi- 
cation of the measure as it was reported from 
the Cullom committee. Mr. Camden, of West 


Virginia, proposed to amend the fourth section, 
which made it unlawful for any common car- 
rier to charge more fora shorter tban a longer 
haul over the same line, inthe same direction, 
from the same original point of departure, by 
striking out the words ** from the same original 
oint of departure.” The argument over this 
asted severgl hours, during which Mr. Spooner 
made an eafnest effort to defeat the amend- 
ment, and Messrs. Kiddleberger, Call, Cam- 
den, and others defended it. When the 
vote was taken 29 Senators, of whom 
five were Republicans, supported the. amend- 
ment, and 24, twoof whom were Democrats, 
opposed it. The resuit was a surprise to those 
who had listened to the debate, and who knew 
the generally friendly feeling of the Senate for 
railroad corporations. The Republicans who 
voted in the affirmative were Messrs. Conger, 
Mahone, Morrill, Riddleberger, and Sherman. 
Messrs. Brown and McPherson were the Demo- 
crats who voted in the negative.

Senator Frye has induced the.Committee on 
Foreign Relations to agree to make a favorable 
report upon his bill providing for a conference 


between delegates from the United States and 
each of the republics of Central and South 
America, San Domingo, and Brazil. The Pres- 
ident is to invite the delegates to meet in Wash- 
ington, Oct. 1, 1887, the object of the confer- 
ence being to consider measures to promote 
the peace and _ ovrosperity of the coun- 
tries represented; to form an American 
Customs Union; to talk about steamship com- 
munication; to establish a uniform system ot 
customs regulations and a uniform system of 
weights and measures; to decide upon.a com- 
mon silver coin to be legal tender in each coun- 
try, and to agree upon a definite plan to settle 
by arbitration any disputes which may arise be- 
tween any of the Governments taking part in 
the conference, Friends of this scheme say that 
the report of the committee will be followed by 
the passage of the bill in the Senate.

DETERMINED TO KILL HIMSELF. 

‘ A. Frank Smith, ashipping clerk in H. 
L. Juda’s brass foundry, eat Front and Adamg 
streets, Brooklyn, left hisdesk yesterday morn- 
ing, went up to the second floor, and there cut 
his throat with a penknife. The wound was not 
a serious one, so Smith staggered up to the 
fourth story, and throwing open a window, 
sprang upon the sill. Jobn Corcoran. a tore~ 
man in the foundry, caught him and endeavored 
to pull him back. For fully five minutes the 
two men eee Suddenly Smith placed one 
foot against the side of the window and sprang 
up into the air, breaking away from Corcoran, 
and falling to the pavement. An ambulance 
took him to the Cumberland-Street Hospital. 
A surgeon discovered that Smith’s right lee way 
fractured in three places, and that both arms 
were broken. A wide, deep cut was on the fore 
head, and a dangerous one in the left side of hig 
neck. He will probably die. 

Smith is a married man, with three children. 
He is 45 years old, and has been with Mr. Judd 
foralongtime. He attempted suicide in March, 
885, by cutting his throat. When Mr. Judd’s' 
factory was burned, in May of last year, Smith 
rescued three women. The injuries he received 
then caused insanity, from which it was thought 
he had recovered, but it is probable that he had 
a temporary return of his affliction.

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TRYING TO PROVEHER CASE 


THE RECORD IN THE FAMILY 
BIBLE WAS BLURRED, 
SATHARINE LEFFERTS SAYS PROF, DARLING 
WAS HER FATHER, BUT SHE TOOK AN 

OATH NOT TO SPEAK TO HIM, 

The fact that Mrs. Catharine Lefferts, 
avho claims to be the daughter of the late Prof, 
William Darling, and is contesting his will, was 
to testify before Surrogate Rollins yesterday 
exciteda ripple of excitement among the spec- 
tators who were in the Surrogate’s chambers 
when the case was called. Mrs. Lefferts was 
evidently very nervous at the start, and in- 
gisted on starting right off in her story. She 
was checked by the Surrogate, of whom ap- 
parently she stood in great awe. She gradually 
deposed that she was bornin Charlestown, Mont- 
gomery County, in 1833 or 1834, she was not sure 
which. A reference to the family Bible later 
showed the date to be Nov. 4, 1833. Her maiden 
mame, she said, was Catharine Darling. The 
family Bible was put in evidence with the 
record of her birth. The name Darling was 
BEomewhat blurred and Jooked as if some one 
had been trying to erase it. Mrs. Lefferts ex- 
plained this circumstance by saying that on one 
occasion the page had been accidentally rubbed 
while the book was being packed away, and on 
Bnotber her little niece had scratched at the 
mame with a penknife. 

Mrs. Lefferts did not know who had made the 
entry. On her marriage to McDuffy, In 1853, her 
mother had given the Bible to her, and the entry 
Was then there. Her father, she said, was Will- 
i= Darling, and her mother was Anna Darling. 

ntiisbe was3 years old she and her mother 
lived with her grandfather, Cornelius Van 
Olinda, in Charlestown, and then they all went 
to live ata littie place near Troy. At that time 
the separation had taken place between her 
father and her mother. When she was 8 or 9 

ears old she went to visit her uncles, Peter and 

arry Van Olinda, in Albany. While there she 
formed the acquaintance of @ certain Ramsey 
family, who lived next door. The Ramseys 
owned a lot of boats which ran down the Hud- 
ton to New-York, and frequently tbe witness, 
with Mrs. Ramsey and Mrs. Ramsey’s little 
daughter made trips down to the city. 

“On one of these occasions,” said Mrs. Lefferts, 
“atemate friend of Mrs. Ramsey saw me while 
we were in New-York, and asked who I was. 
Mrs. Ramsey said I wasa lucky child in having 
two fathers, one of whom, William Darling, was 
well off. The woman asked meif I knew where 
my father, * Bill’ Darling, was, and when I said 
no, she said she would take me to see him. A 
Zew days laterI came down to New-York, and 
‘was taken by this woman to the foot of Cham- 
bers-street, where I saw my father. He was all 
dressed up and was about to go on board a ves- 
gel. He was very giad to see me. 

“ After tnat I went to board with my aunt, 
‘Mary Theall, of Greenwich and Chambers 
streets. l always heard that she was my father’s 
sister. She wasa bookbinder. I staid there for 
a short time, and then went back to Albany, my 
father psying all my expenses and my board 
while I wasin Albany. Between this time and 
1852 I went continually back and forth be- 
tween Albany and New-York, always to see my 
father. I liked to come down to see my father, 
tor he always gave me lots of money and pres- 
ents. In 1852 1 jived fora while with my father 
in New-York. He was in the medical college. 
We went to Albany forashort time in 1852, and 
then came back to New-York. Shortly after 
this 1 went to live with Capt. Darling, who, I 
believe, was my father's brother. He lived in 
Rhinebeck. After two weeks I went to see my 
a in Albany, and there met Charlie Mc- 

uffy. 

;_**Were you personally acquainted with Mr. 
} McDuffy ?” asked one of the counsel. 

** Yes, I was—that is, 1 married him," respond- 
ed the witness, with unaffected candor, 

» ‘* We were married,” she continued, “in 1853, 
and I lived with my husband for just three days. 
Tieft him because of the manner in which he 
‘and his family talked about my father. Just 
;before my marriage my mother gave me some 
documents, keptina little bag, which she said 
‘were the titles to some property owned by my 
Yather. I kept these until a few years ago, when, 
together with a lot of other things, they were 

tolen from me. In 1857—my first husband died 

n 1854—I married Robert Letferts. He knew my 
father, and efter our marriage he made me swear 
that I would never speak to my father again.” 
Bince 1854, Mrs. Lefferts said, she had not spoken 

oO her father. She had occasionally seen him on 
the street, but had always avoided him. She 
wanted very much to go to him, but believed 
herself bound by her oath to her husband. She 
gave her husband money which she had obtained 
from her father to start a clothing store in 
Canal-street. Lefferts died in 1880. 

Mrs. Lefferts said that she saw the announce- 
ment of ber father’s death in the papers, and on 
the Tuesday after his burial she went up to 
Yonkers to see Mrs. Delacroix. In an interview 
between the two women Mrs. Lefferts said that 
if she could obtain $5,000 of Darling’s money 
from Mrs. Delacroix she would let the matter 
rest,as she had no money to contest the will. 
This Mrs. Delacroix retused, and Mrs. Lefferts 
then told her that she (Mrs. Delacroix) should 
not have a penny of the money. The witness 
paid that Mrs. Delucroix first met Prof. Darling 
jin a hospital in Scotland, and afterward followed 
him to New-York. 

When Mrs. Lefferts was cross-examined she 
said that her father once showed her some real 
estate in Jersey City and in Westchester which 
he said was his and would be hers when she came 
ofage. Mrs. Lefferts said she was very poor, 
and since this will contest had begun she had 
Bupported herseif by peddling hair. This closed 
her testimony. 

Arthur Charles Delacroix, the young son of 
Mrs. Delacroix, took the stand to identify his 
mother’s handwriting in a letter in which she 
speaks of Prof. Darling as her dear brother, 

The case will go on at 1 o’clock Tuesday. 





ADULTERATION OF FOOD. 

Mr. Edwin W. Martin delivered a lecture 
fast night in the lecture room of the Schoo! of 
Mines at Columbia College on “ Adulteration 
of Food.” The lecture dealt with only the com- 
monest frauds practiced with ordinary articles 
of consumption. Mr. Martin speke first of the 
matter of water contamination and next of the 
adulteration of milk. In speaking of the lac- 
tometer and its value as a test, he disa- 
greed with the adverse criticism that has 
recently been passed on the instrument. 
Within a certain range he considered it perfect- 
ly trustworthy. Among other experiments the 
lecturer manufactured milk from chemicals, 
Tats, &c., as was done during the siege of Paris. 
Some time was given to the consideration of 
tinned goods and the dangers they contain. For 
much of the aduiteration now practiced. the 
lecturer said, the public were to blame. In the 
case of peas, nine out of every.ten of the con- 
pumers would reject the pure article as of * bad 
color; hence the use of adulterants. The 
French are adepts at this coloring of vegetables, 
which has rec -ntly been prohibited. In turn, 
the adulteration of condiments, confectionery, 
tea, coffee, bread, flour, and other common 
mecessities of life was investigated. Mr.jMartin 
Buid, in conclusion: ‘* Many of them are frauds 
on the purse ratber than on the stomach, but 
tbe principle is bad enough to be utterly con- 
goemned.” 





A WARNING=FROM THE RECORDER. 

A tall young man, Paul W. Fabricius, 
»who was once employed asasalesman in Bald- 
win & Co.’s trunk manufactory, in Newark, was 
tried before Recorder Smyth, in the Court of 


General Sessions, yesterday, upon an indictment 


charging him with an attempt at suicide. On 
April 21, in Madison-square, he shot himseif 
twice, using aseven shooter. To the officer who 
arrested him he said that he could not 
obtain employment. He had used his last 
dollar in purchasing the revolver. If he had 
had more money he would have secured a larger 
weupon. The wounds were in hisabdomen. He 
testified yesterday that he had been afflicted 
with malaria, and was nearly bereft of his senses 
when he shot himself.

St. Pheebe’s Mission Home, a handsome 
stone and terra cotta building erected on De 
Kalb-avenue, opposite St. Felix-street, Brook- 
lyn, by Mr. A. A. Low in memory of his daugh- 


ter, Miss Harriet Gilman Low, was dedicated 


yesterday afternoon. The structure cost $50,000. 
t is not endowed, but its work will be carried 
forward by gifts of money, clothing, and neces- 
sities for the sick. It 1s designed to furnish spir- 
itualand material comforts to the inmates of 
hospitals, almsbouses, jails, and asylums, and to 
provide nurses for the city poor. It is attached 
to the Protestant Episcopal Church. The builid- 
ing will be the home of six mission associates, la- 


dies, who will devote their time to charities,

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RAMSCAR BOBS UP AGAIN, 


TION TO THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


There was a hearing yesterday before 
the Board of Health in relation to the gpplica- 
tion of Angus McIntosh, on behalf of the Old 
Gentlemen's Unsectarian Home, at Tenth-ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Seventy-fifth-street, 
of which William H. Ramscar is the manager, 
fora permit to board, lodge, and educate chil- 
dren. The application is opposed by the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, and 
Elbridge T. Gerry, the President of the society, 
appeared in person to oppose the granting of 
the permit. Charles D. Kellogg, the Secretary 
of the Charity Organization Society, was also 
present for the same purpose. Ex-Judge 
Busteed appeared as counse! for the Fag ie 

Mr. Gerry presented a letter from Mrs. Joseph- 
ine Shaw Lowell, of the State Board’ of Char- 
ities, protesting against the granting of the per- 
mit. Mrs. Lowell wrote that the institution 
over which Ramscar presided had been investi- 
gated by the State Board in 1880, and asa result 
of the investigation an application was made to 
the Attorney-General to institute proceedings 
to annul the charter of the society on the 
ground that the corporate privileges of the so- 
ciety had been abused. , 1880, Com- 
missioner Donnelly, of the State Board, 
had made an investigation of the  insti- 
tution and reported that Ramscar_ was 
totally unfit to have charge of it. Mr. Gerry 
also referred to the records of the Board of 
Health, which would show an exceptional mor- 
tality inthe Home during 1882. In the Spring 
of that year 12 or 14 children died there. As a 
result of revelations during the Coroner’s in- 
quest the children were removed from the Home 
and placed in other institutions by the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

The record was readof the conviction of 
Ramscear in the Court of General Sessions on 
Nov. 18, 1884, for sending out children to beg 
for food, and his sentence by Recorder Smyth to 
80 days’ imprisonment inthe Tombs. This con- 
viction was had under section 291 of the Penal 
Code, which provides that persons convicted un- 
der this section should be debarred from having 
care or custody of children thereafter. A letter 
from Mr. James Gallatin, President of the New- 
York Association for Improving the Condition 
of the Poor, was presented, in which he pro- 
tested in the strongest terms against the graat- 
ing of the license asKed for, 

The counsel for the applicant produced wit- 
nesses in his behalf, saying in substance that the 
institution was cleanly and comfortable. Mar- 
garet A. Randolph Ramecar, wife of the man- 
ager of the institution, testified that there were 
86 children in the establishment, 13 of whom 
were girls. They were properly cared for, and 
none of the children had Jess than three meals a 
day. On cross-examination Mrs. Ramscar said 
that 18 of the larger boys slept in a dormitory 
22 by 25 feet, andthe 18 smaller children occu- 
pied another room 15 by 18 feet. They received 
many contributions of food from tradesmen in 
the neighborhood of the Home, and some cash 
subscriptions, but not many. Dr. George F.. Jack- 
son, one of the Trustees of the Home, testified 
that all the inmates are now in good health, 
The hearing was adjourned until Tuesday.

BOARD FIND OFFICE ROOM? 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday, by a 
vote of 13 to 10, declined to accede to the request 
of Mayor Grace to be allowed to withdraw the 
nominations of Excise Commissioners Wood- 
man, Andrews, and Von Glabn, who have since 
their names were sent in been appointed out- 
right by the Mayor. The Tammany and Repub- 
lican members, with two County Democrats, 
voted against granting the Mayor's request. On 
motiop of Alderman Ryan the Commissioner of 


Public Works was requested to ascertain by 
what right the Mavor’s appointees were occupy- 
ing an office in the brownstone building in the 
City Hall Park without first having obtained the 
consent of the Common Council. 

The new Comwissioners were at work all day 
in their offices, No. 32 Chambers-street, and 
many licenses were granted. President Wood- 
man, in referring to the fact that the old Com- 
missioners were still in possession of the Bowery 
offices, said he did not care for that. If a man 
had the power of Napoleon he need not care who 
had his old clothes. The new board was going 
along smoothly, and everything was in good 
working order. 

The old offices were guarded as usual yester- 
day. Commissioners Haughton and Morris, the 
surviving members of the old board, held a meet- 
ing as usual despite the defection of Mitchell 
and his adherents. They approved of 175 appli- 
cations for licenses, and ordered licenses to be 
issued. Twenty-two licenses were paid for und 
issued yesterday, among which was one for the 
Coleman House. The Commissioners said that 
they would continue to receive applications and 
issue licenses as heretofore without any refer- 
ence to the proceedings of the new board.

A VITRIOL THROWER GOES TO PRISON AFTER 
BEING HURT WITH HER OWN WEAPON, 
Mrs. Anna Loughlin, aged 23, whose face 
was recently horribly disfigured by vitriol, was 
tried yesterday in the Court of General Sessions, 
before Judge Cowing, upon an indictment 
charging her with assault in the second degree. 
Her husband, Thomas Loughlin, employed in 
the Register’s office, was the principal witness 
against her. On Feb. 26 Mrs. Loughlin went 


to John J. Gumbleton’s law office, at Broadway 
and Reade-street, and asked for ber husband. 
Mr. Gumbieton sent to the Register’s office 
for Loughlin, and he came. He and his wife 
stepped out of the office in order to have a 
private conversation. ‘They did not livé to- 
gether, ana Mrs, Loughlin seemed very much 
exercised over that fact. They descended by the 
elevator to the first floor, and in the lower hall- 
way Mrs. Loughlin asked her husband if he in- 
tended tolive with her again or support her, 
He answered that her bad temper had driven 
him from her and that he would never live with 
her again. Then he saw her take a small tin 
mustard box from her pocket, and as she was 
about to throw it at him he struck the box and 
its contents, vitriol, were dashed in her face. 
He was slightly burned, She was taken toa 
hospital, where she has been for two months. 
She has almost lost the sight of one of her eyes 
and was a most pitiable objectin court. 

She testified that she had been deserted by her 
husband, who refused to support her. She be- 
came sick and he refused to see her. Then she 
purchased the vitriol with the intention of 
dashing it in his face. When she saw him in the 
building at Broadway and Reade street she 
* hadn’t the heart,” so she suid, to carry out her 
purpose. She begged him to return to her, and 
when he declined she asked him to support her, 
He said he would give her $1 50a week. She 
was astounded at his offer, and was about to 
show him what she had inthe mustard box 
when he knocked it out of her hand and the vit- 
rio! flew in her face. Judge Cowing, in charging 
the jury, saidthat the time had come when a 
man or woman should understand that he or she 
could not take the law in his or her hands. The 
jury convicted Mrs. Loughlin, and she was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for two years.
